ALGIERS. April 15, (Agen- 
cies): Gunmen holding a 
hijacked Kuwaiti airliner 
used the voices of terrified 
hostages today to press their 
demands in hard bargaining 
with Algerian mediators. 

With talks to end the 1 1-day 
hijack, already the second 
longest in. history, making liule 
apparent progress, the official 
Kuwaiti News Agency Kuna 
said the hijackers were believed 
to be waiting for orders from 
Iran. 

A high-level Algerian media- 
tion team led by. Interior Mini- 
ster El Hadi Kheridi had at least 
four contacts today with thegun- 
men. 

The hijackers, believed to 
number eight, put two of their 
estimated 31 hostages on the 
radio to the control tower to 
deliver terrified pleas to Kuwait. 

Insistence 

“I want to ask the Kuwaiti 
authorities to release the 17 peo- 
ple detained in the prison of 
Kuwait,” hostage Suleiman 
Mohammed Suleiman Ai 
Moudjawri said. 

“This is because of the insis- 
tence of the hijackers that if the 
detainees are not released they 
will kill us,” he said in a voice that 
trembled so much the message 
had to be repeated. 

A second hostage delivered a 
similar Message, which gave 
ievoy amearance ofhavmg been 
written byifiehijackers. 

Kuwait has repeatedly refused 
to release the 17 Arab militants, 
jailed for bomb attacks in 1983, 
as demanded by the gunmen who 
seized the Kuwait Airways Boe- 
ing 747 on April 5. 

Kuna, reporting from Algiers, 
said some of the hijackers had 
hardened their position in the 
last few hours. 

“They are believed to beawaii- 
ing instructions from outside to 
decide what to do over the 
stalemate which has occurred in 
the negotiations,” the agency 
said. 

Joined 

It said the more radical of the 
hijackers joined the plane in the 
Iranian city of Mashhad, to 
which it was first diverted. 

Some of the 71 hostages 
released in batches in Mashhad 
and its next stop in Larnaca, 
Cyprus, said the gunmen 
■ apparently obtained new arms 
ana other supplies in Iran. 

, Western diplomats in Algiers 
said the hijackers were showing 
no flexibility over freeing the rest 
of the hostages, taxing the 
negotiating skills of Algerian 
officials. 

Algerian officials yesterday 
privately expressed optimism 
that their separate negotiations 
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HH the Crown Prince and Premier Sheikh Saad AI Abdullah, cabinet ministers and other mourners 
praying for the souls of hijack victims.

Sources close to the 
negotiators said that after hours 
of complex talks the hijackers 
agreed to free two hostages yes- 
terday. 

But they released only one, a 
Kuwaiti with diabetes, and said 
afterwards: “We are not going 
back on our demands, even if the 
cost is very high.” 

Witnesses and Algerian sour- 
ces said a deal to free two of the 
three members of the Kuwaiti 
ruling family aboard the Boeing 
747 jet fell through yesterday at 
the last minute. The hijackers at 
one point offered to release the 
two female hostages, but they 
refused to go unless all three were 
freed. 

During the plane's four-day 
stop in Larnaca, the hijackers 
killed two Kuwaiti hostages and 
beat others in their efforts to 
force Cypriot authorities to 
refuel it. 

Freed passengers said all the 
hostages had their hands tied and 
the aircraft doors had been wired 
with dynamite.

Terrorists must be 
punished: Sheikh Issa

KUWAIT comes out of every 
crisis well and strong, the Amir of 
Bahrain, Sheikh Issa Bin Salman 
AI Khalifa, has said. 

He said that Kuwait had in the 
near past passed through many 
difficult crises, especially those 
relating to its security, “caused 
by evil criminals.”

Sheikh Issa asserted that 
Kuwait came out of a crisis stron - 
ger every time, aided by God's 
care and the wisdom of the coun- 
try's political leadership. 

He said he had been very dis- 
turbed by the hijacking of the 
Kuwaiti civilian plane and lived 
through the incident “just like 
Kuwaitis." 

“One consolation was that the 
Kuwaiti people stood firmly and 
solidly behind their leaders in 
their decision not to submit to the 
terrorist blackmail." 

He said that terrorism must be 
severely censured and there 
sould be no mercy for terrorists. 

Sheikh Issa said that God had 



WITH a salute of trumpets and 
cries of “God is Great,” Kuwait 
innied two murdered hijack vic- 
tims on Thursday, and Kuwaitis 
vowed to defy the hijackers who 
are still holding hostages in 
Algeria. 

Hundreds of mourners rea- 
ched out forone last touch before 
the bodies, wrapped in burial 
shrouds, were lowered into the 
grave with full military honours. 

HH the Crown Prince and 
Prime Minister Sheikh Saad AI 
Abdullah led some 2,000 mour- 
ners paying their last respects to 
Khaled Ayoub Bandar, 20. a 
fireman, and Abdullah Moham- 
med AI Khalidi, 25, a border 
guard- whose mutilated bodies 
were thrown onto the tarmac of 
Larnaca airport in Cyprus. 

Simple 

Returning from vacations in 
Bangkok, they were among 97 
passengers seized when gunmen 
hijacked the Boeing 747 on April 
5 to press demands for the release 
of 17 Arab prisoners in Kuwait- 
is accordance with Kuwaiti 
tradition, the ceremony was sim- 
ple. 

A military honour guard 
escorted the flag-draped coffins 
of Bandar and Khalidi. 

Traditional Muslim chants of 
“ Allahu Akbar," (God is Great), 
and “La Ulah ilia Allah,” (There 
is no God but God), resounded 
across the Sulaibikhaat cemetery 
as tightly-packed mourners pas- 
sed stones over their heads to 
reach those at graveside who 
were covering the bodies. 

Women waited outside the 
Sulaibikhaat cemetery dressed in 
long black robes. Some had their 
faces covered and began to wail 
when the bodies were hois Led 
onto dozens of shoulders and 
carried from ambulances to the 
graves. 

The cabinet issued a statement 


on Wednesday describing the 
two men as martyrs and victims 
of terrorism. 

“It is a great honour that all 
these people came. The Kuwaiti 
people are ail our brothers," 
Khalidi’s cousin, Suleiman 
Abdul Mohsen, said after stand- 
ing for almost two hours to 
receive condolences. 

He said: “We are ready to die 
for Kuwait. It would be an hon- 
our." 

Some relatives were exhausted 
and three were taken away in 
ambulances after 90 minutes of 
kissing, bugging and shaking 
hands under overcast and dusty 
skies. 

Khalidi was the first to die. His 
almost naked body was tossed 
out of the plane last Saturday. 
Bandar's corpse was thrown out 
on Monday after the hijackers’ 
demands for fuel were denied. 

“Did you not see it on telev- 
ision? They (the gunmen) are 
animals,” said one mourner, who 
did noL know the deceased or 
their families. 

“I did not know them but we 
are related, related to Kuwait ... 
They are more than brothers and 
sons,” said another. 

Support 

Many aL the funeral said they 
fully supported their govern- 
ment’s refusal to yield to the 
hijacker's demands. 

“Kuwait will never give in to 
blackmail, simple as that,” said 
Faisal AI Marzouk, chief editor 
of AI An baa newspaper. 

“Even if they kill all the hos- _ 
tages there on the plane, we’ll 
never, ever release the killers who 
are here in Kuwait,” he added, 
referring to the hijackers’ 
demand for the freedom of 17 
convicted terrorists. 

“This should be a lesson for

■BAHRAIN. April 15, (Agen- 
cies): A US frigate hit a mine in 
the Gulf yesterday in the first 
mine incident in the troubled 
waterway for several weeks and 
what is believed to be the first 
involving an American warship, 
US military officials said. 

The 3,700 ton frigate USS 
Samuel B. Roberts ran into a 
patch of sea with “numerous" 
mines just before its hull was rip- 
ped open by one of the 
explosives, injuring 10 crewmen, 
military officials said today. 

Two of the injured were in 
critical condition with burns. 

The missile frigate was being 
lowed to Dubai for repairs after 
the blasL The US Navy said it 
was out of danger. 

The mines are widely believed 
to have been laid by Iran. 

Recent - 

In Washington, US Vice- 
President George Bush said 
today a recently planted mine 
caused the explosion. 

“We must not permit one 
recently planted mine to deter 
our presence there,” Bush told 
the American Society of News- 
paper Editors when asked about 
the blast. 

Bush’s comment was the first 
direct confirmation the frigate hit 
a mine and that the explosive was 
newly planted and not a drifting 
old device. 

US Navy minesweepers found 
and destroyed three moored 
mines in the Gulf east of Bahrain, 
after the frigate hit a mine, 
defence officials said in Washing- 
ton. 

“They have found and des- 
troyed the three mines spotted by 
the Samuel B. Roberts” before it 
apparently struck a fourth mine, 
one of the officials said. 

Jump 

The frigate had come to an 
almost a complete stop in the 
water at the time of the explosion 
after successfully manoeuvring 
away from several mines spotted 
by lookouts, said Defence 
Department officials in Washin- 
gton, speaking on condition of 
anonymity. 

The effort to manoeuvre out of 
the mine field was hampered by 
rough seas, however, and the 
mine the Samuel B. Roberts 
eventually hit was probably 


moored to the bottom, the 
officials said. 

Four of the injured were being 
treated at Bahrain's Salmaniya 
hospital. Officials said two of the 
injured were in critical condition, 
due to second degree bums to 40 
per cent of their bodies. Another 
was suffering from second degree 
burns to 1 5 percent of his body. 

An injured crewman Alex 
Perez, 38. was moaning at his 
hospital bed suffering from a 
fracture of the lower lumbar 
region, with his right eye ban- 
daged and apparently bruised. 

The crewman told reporter the 
lookout had spotted what 
“looked like a mine, and the ship 
had already been on general 
quarters (alert) for about five 
minutes before there was a big 
sound. 

“The ship jumped up about 
four feet (just over a metre) and 
there was water coming in. The 
whole place just went dark,” 
Perez remembered. “One minute 
I was sitting at the console, and 
the next, it was all dark and I was 
down below.” 

He apparently was referring to 
the section of the Samuel B. 
Roberts that was flooded the 
moment the blast jolted the ship. 
The engine was paralysed as a 
result of the flooding, and the 
frigate could operate only on 
auxiliary power. 

Six other injured crewmen 
were under observation aboard 
the Navy combat stores ship San 
Jose, suffering from shock. 

The incident, which occurred 
shortly before dusk yesterday in 
the central gulf, revived fears of 
mine perils in the spillovers of the 
7-1/2-year-old Iran-Iraq war on 
the region's oil shipping sealanes. 

US Navy experts earlier in the 
day conducted an on-the-spot 
survey of the stricken vessel and 
decided it be towed to the Dubai 
drydock. 

It was towed by the tug Hunter 
while three US warships were in 
the vicinity. The three units were 
identified as the guided-missile 
cruiser USS Wain wright, thedes- 
troyer USS Merrill and the 
amphibious transport dock USS 
Trenton. 

N a vy officials said that did not 
mean that the warships would 
escort the frigate the 240-mile 
(385 kilometre) limp to Dubai.

Coke, cakes and 
new underwear

Coca-Cola, cakes, new under- 
wear and cleaning toilets were 
the main concerns of the hijack- 
ers of a Kuwaiti jumbo jet during 
their first day at Algiers airport. 

“Please send us 50 Cokes, 50 
cakes and the new underwear we 
talked about earlier,” a hijacker 
told the control tower by radio 
late on Wednesday. 

Exchanges 

As the hostages endured 
another day aboard the Kuwaiti 
Airways Boeing 747, some radio 
exchanges between Algiers air- 
port's control tower and the 
Arab gunmen were on mundane 
housekeeping matters. ratheT 
than high politics. 

Many of the hijackers* radio 
exchanges were related to mak- . 
ing life liveable on board the jet, 
which landed at 3 am (0200 
GMT) on Wednesday from Lar- 
naca in Cyprus. 


They showed no trace of the 
bloody four-day battle of wills at 
Larnaca, where two hostages 
were killed but 12 were even- 
tually freed in return for fuel. 

Airport workers also grappled 
with the plane's toilet system for 
several hours. A hostage released 
in Cyprus earlier told journalists: 
"The bathroom was in a veiy bad 
condition...” 

Extremes 

Trapped passengers and 
hijackers alike appeared to be 
suffering from the extremes of 
North African temperatures. 
The thermometer soared to 27 
Centigrade (80 Fahrenheit) on 
the tarmac and was probably 
about 10 degrees higher inside 
the aircraft. 

As darkness fell and tem- 
peratures plummeted, the hijack- 
ers called for extra ftiel for the 
heating system.

Juma Abdullah AI Shall, a 
Kuwaiti, told officials after his 
release yesterday that the centre 
doors of the plane were wired 
with explosives by the hijackers 
and said hostages were beaten if 
they violated a rule of absolute 
silence. 

Shati said there were eight 

hijackers. 

AI Shati suffers from diabetes 
and was urgently in need of an 
insulin injection. He was 


examined on board by Algerian 
Dr Youssef Mahdi, who told the 
hijackers Shati was in imminent 
danger of death and it was 
impossible to treat him on board. 

The captives had no reading 
material and no information 
about the negotiations for their 
release, AI Shati said. 

Suffered 

AI Shati, told officials one of 
three Kuwaiti ruling family 
members being held captive, 
Fadhel AI Sabah, 33 is in bad 
physical and emotional condi- 
tion. 

The released hostage said Fad- 
hel had apparently suffered a 
nervous breakdown. At one 
point Fadhel was brought to the 
cockpit and told by the hijackers 


to speak to negotiators on the 
radio but was unable to do so. 

He shook nervously and wept 
constantly, AI Shati said. 

Two other royal family mem- 
bers also are among the remain- 
ing captives: Ebtesam AI Sabah, 
22, and Anwar AI Sabah, 20. An 
attempt to p»n release of the two 
failed on Thursday, two hours 
before AI Shati was freed, 
because they refused to leave 
their cousin, officials said. 

Tired 

“They tied my hands to my 
seat, look, look,” AI Shati told - 
Kuwaiti reporters at Houari 
Boumedienne airport after- his 
release. “They beat us. They beat 
me and even prevented me from 
canying out my natural needs. 


AJ Shati displayed deep, bleed- 
ing cuts on both wrists from the 
handcuffs. All other hostages 
were also handcuffed. 

"When I asked them to go to 
the toilet.” the tired and hag- 
gard-looking hostage said, “they 
said to me 'sit down or we will 
beat you’.” 

He said the remaining hos- 
tages, whom he estimated to 
□umber about 30, were grouped 
in seat rows 22 to 36, located 
directly above the fuel tanks. 

“The hijackers must be puni- 
shed by death ... those criminals 
must be cut into pieces before the 
people.” Halima Abdulla said 
minutes after seeing live telev- 
ision coverage ofher husband, AI 
Shati. 
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Afghan 

accord 

signed 

GENEVA, April 1 5. (Agencies): 
The Soviet Union signed a for- 
mal pledge yesterday to end its 
intervention in Afghanistan and 
stan pulling out its Red Army 
troops on May 15 after eight 
years of war. 

The Muslim guerrillas, 
however, vowed to continue 
fighting until the last Soviet sol- 
dier has left Afghan soil and the 
Marxist government in Kabul 
has toppled. 

The war is estimated to have 
cost more than 1 million lives. 

The Soviet Union, United 
States, Afghanistan and neigh- 
bouring Pakistan signed the 
four-pan accord in an austere 
10-minule ceremony at the 
United Nations building. 

Afterward. Pakistan predicted 
the civil war will go on because 
there is no provision for an 
interim government and said it 
would continue denying recogni- 
tion to the communist govern- 
ment in Kabul. Islamabad 
represented the guerrillas at the 
negotiations. 

The insurgents, who were not 
involved in more than six years of 
on-again, off-again negotia- 
tions. said they would present 
their reaction tomorrow at a rally 
in Pakistan. 

Fighting 

The US-supported guerrillas 
have been fighting since a com- 
munist coup in April 1978 and 
claim to control virtually all the 
country except the cities. They 
are based in camps and cities on 
Pakistan's side of the border. 

Under the provisions of the 
accord, Soviet troops will start 
withdrawing from Afghanistan 
on May 15 and all will be out in 
nine months, with half leaving in 
the first three months. The 
Soviets have indicated they may 
finish the pullout bv the end of 
1988. 

The agreements also require 
Afghanistan and Pakistan to

US vetoes UN 
resolution

UNITED NATIONS. April 15, 
(Reuter): The United States 
vetoed today a resolution in the 
Security Council to censure 
Israel for its iron fist response to 
the Palestinian uprising in the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

The 14 other members voted 
for the proposal, submitted by 
Algeria, Argentina, Nepal, Sen- 
egal, Yugoslavia and Zambia. 

Explaining his action killing 
the draft, US delegate Herbert 
Okun repeated his government's 
objections to the council's 
frequent debates on the events in 
the occupied territories. 

This was the fifth round of dis- 
cussion in the council since the 
uprising began on Dec 9, and the 
second time since Feb I that the 
United States exercised its power 
of veto in the case. 

Deportation 

The Americans voted for a 
resolution on Jan 5 that called on 
Israel to rescind deportation 
orders against Palestinians said 
to have instigated the revolL 

The latest draft resolution was 
prompted by new Israeli depor- 
tation orders. 

If the resolution had been 
adopted, the council would have - 
condemned “those policies and 
practices of Israel. the occupying 
power, which violate the human 
rightsof the Palestinian people in 
the occupied territories, and in 
particular the opening of fire by 
the Israeli Army, resulting in the 
killing and wounding of defence- 
less Palestinian civilians.”

Thai official 
denies arms 


smuggled 
in Bangkok 


BANGKOK. April 15, (Reuter): 
Thai authorities investigating 
the hijack of the Kuwaiti airline 
flight that started in Thailand 
said today they were confident 
weapons were not smuggled 
aboard at Bangkok airport. 

Srisuk Chantharangsuk, a 
senior Communications Minis- 
try official, said: “We have ques- 
tioned more than 80 people who 
serviced the plane before it left 
Bangkok and found nothing sus- 
picious.” 

He said in an interview: “It is 
unlikely that the weapons were 
slipped' on the plane in Ban- 
gkok.” 

The Thai media have reacted 
strongly to suggestions by the 
International ^ir Transport 
Association that Thai security 
could be blamed, with many say- 
ing this wilfully damaged thfc' 
country's image abroad.

originally wanted to be freed. 

A1 Qabas said that the new 
demand, as it seems, has family 
roots “as hijacker l mad Mugh- 
aniyah, who was confirmed as 
one of the masterminds or the 
executants of the hijack, is a kin 
of one of the prisoners in Kuwait, 
namely Mustafa Badreddin. 

It added, in Lhe same report, 
that a delegation representing 
the sky pirates arrived in Algiers 
from Beirut or Tehran “to 
negotiate with the Algerian auth- 
orities and to steer, the hijack 
operation.” 

In a telephone contact the 
daily made with former Iranian 
President Abulhassan Bani Sadr 
from Algiers, he said, “the plane 
is now beyond the Palestinian 
mediation and also beyond 
Syrian or Palestinian interven- 
tion." 

“In case the situation with the 
hijackers tightens, Algeria will 
seek pressure on Iran through its 
ambassador in Tehran,” Bani 
Sadr was quoted by the paper as 
saying.

Danger averted 


BEIRUT. April 15, (Reuter): A 
pro-Iranian Muslim militant lin- 
ked to the kidnapping of foreig- 
ners in Beirut masterminded the 
hijacking of the Kuwaiti airliner 
now in” Algiers, a senior Muslim * 
security source has said. 

The source, who declined to be 
identified, said Imad Fayez 
Mughniya planned the April 5 
seizure of the plane and was in the 
northeast Iranian town of Mash- 
had when it landed there last 
week. 

Mughniya left Beirut for Iran 
late last year and the source said 
he had not yet returned. 

The hijacked plane sub- 
sequently flew to Cyprus, where 
two hostages were killed as the 
gunmen, pressed their demands 
for fuel, and then to Algiers. 


The so u rce said M ughniya was 
a senior member of a group of 
Muslim fundamentalists concer- 
ned with Lhe fate of 17 Arab 
militants imprisoned in Kuwait. 
Their release has been the main 
demand of the hijackers. 


A Kuwaiti daily newspaper 
reported on Tuesday that Mugh- 
niya was believed to be leading 
the gunmen who commandeered 
the Kuwait Airways plane on a 
flight from Bangkok to the Gulf 
country. 


THE State Minister for Services 
■ Affairs, Issa AIM azeidi, has said 
that had the landing of the 
hijacked Kuwaiti Boeing. AJ 
Jaberiya,been delayed for a few 
more seconds at Larnaca airport 
last Friday, then it would have 
blown up in mid-air, as it had run 
out of fuel. 

Al Mazeidi, who headed the 
Kuwaiti negotiating team to Lar- 
naca, Cyprus, added that if the 
plane had circled over Larnaca 
airport one more time, a disaster 
would have occurred.

“The Saudi-Chinese missiles 
threaten the entire Middle East,” 
said Senator Howard Metzen- 
baum. “It is a mobile missile with 
-a range of up to 1,850 miles 
( 3.000 kms), giving the Saudis the 
capability to strike targets 


throughout the Middle East and 
beyond.” 

Representative Charles 
Schumer said 47 House members 
already have signed a letter to 
Shultz asking the administration 
to withdraw Lhe sale of Bradley 
fighting vehicles. Tow missiles 
and ground support equipment 
for Awacs early-warning air- 
craft. 

Permit 

Schumer said he expects many 
other House members to sign the 
letter in the next few days. 

“Congress will not permit the 
sale of any weapons to Saudi 
Arabia until its leaders remove 
the Chinese missiles and until 
they pledge they will not pursue 
such destabilising arms pur- 
chases in the future.”

Officials declined to disclose 
details of Aquino's talks but said 
earlier her meetings with Chinese 
leaders were likely to focus on 
how to boost trade between die 
two countries which stood at 
about 5300 million last year.

Geagea opposes outside solutions 

US-Syria peace bid dismissed 


HALAT, Lebanon. April 15, 
(Reuter): A Lebanese Christian 
militia leader has dismissed joint 
■ American-Syrian talks to recon- 
cile the country's warring fac- 
tions and ensure smooth 
presidential elections in the sum- 
mer. 

"All solutions coming from 
the outside will not be allowed to 
pass across any of our front 
•lines," said Samir Geagea, leader 
of the hardline Christian Leban- 
ese Forces (LF) militia. 

Proposals 

“To those expecting results 
from papers flying in diplomatic 
bags, we say the negotiations will 
be in Lebanon and in the Leban- 
ese language," he said. 

Geagea, a staunch rival to 
Syria's powerbroker role in 
Lebanon, was addressing a rally 
at his northern Christian village. 


32 km north of Beirut, to mark 
the 13th anniversary of the civil 
war which broke out on April 1 3, 
1975. 

In a show of force, more than 
3,500 of Geagea’s militiamen 
look part in a military parade at 
Lhe rally. 

Since last month, US Under- 
secretary of Stale, Richard Mur- 
phy and department aide April 
Glaspie. have been carrying 
proposals for political reforms 
from Lebanese President Amin 
Gemayel to Syrian President 
Hafez At Assad. 

It was Washington’s first open 
role in Lebanon since 1983 when 
Syria blocked a US-backed 
Lebanese-Israeli troop withdr- 
awal pact which diminished US 
influence in the country. 

Political analysis say the LF 
militia had been angered by not 
being given any part in the latest 


move for peace in the country. 

More than 10,000 LF 
militiamen control most of the 
country's Christian areas. 

Geagea said his militia would 
never accept a new President 
with loyalties to Syria, which has 
more than 25.000 troops in the 
north, east and West Beirut. 

Last Friday Gemayel held 
three-hour talks with American 
Secretary of Stale George Shultz 
in Cyprus to discuss Shultz's 
talks with Assad on Lebanon. 

Gemayel strained his ties with 
Assad in 1 986 when he refused to 
endorse a Syrian -negotiated plan 
to end the war by giving Muslims 
more say in a political system 
favouring the minority Chris- 
tians. ' 

Gemayel ends his six-year 
term in the summer when the 77- 
member parliament will elect a 
new head of state. 


Hamadi could be sentenced to life

with Hamadi as an adult- 
“The juvenile court in Pact has 
more leeway in handling this case 


and sentencing him if he's found 
guilty.” Kehren told the. 
Associated Press in a telephone 
interview. 

“If it determines Hamadi was 
more juvenile than adolescent, 
the maximum sentence is 10 
years. If found more adolescent 
than an adult, 10 to 1 5 years, and 
if the court decided be was an 
adult, up to life imprisonment,” 
Kehren said. 

Environment 

West German law defines a 
juvenile as anyone under 1 8 years 
of age. an adolescent 18 to 21 
years old, and adults 21 yearsand 

over. But personality develop- 
ment and family environment 
also play a role in determining 
what category is applicable, the

Shamir seeks closer ties with Soviets 

Israel to invite Shevardnadze 


TEL AVIV, April 15. ( Reuter}: 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
is ready to invite Soviet Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze 
to visit Israel if the Israelis can be 
sure the invitation will be accep- 
ted, Shamir's office said today. 

Moscow severed ties with 
Israel 21 years ago. but officials 
in the occupied Jerusalem have 
been encouraged by recenL signs 
of closer relations. An announ- 
cement this week that Shevard- 
nadze would visit Arab countries 
sparked their curiosity. 

“If the Prime Minister would 
besurethaLShevardnadze would 
accept such an invitation, he 
would invite him 10 come io visit 
Israel and to discuss mutual rela- 
tions, common problems,” 
Shamir's spokesman Yossi 
Ahimeir told Reuters. 

Relations 

“ Y ou know that we have noth- 
ing against the Soviets. On the 
contrary, we are interested in 
renewing normal relations bet- 
ween Israel and the Soviet 
Union.” he said. 

Shevardnadze said in Geneva 
yesterday the Soviet Union was 
taking an active role in the Mid- 
dle East peace process in talks 


with the United States. Arab 
suites and lhe Palestinians. 

Shamir has said any Soviet 
role in peace talks would require 
restoring lies it broke off during 
•he 1967 Arab-Israeli war and 
irise in the number of Soviet 
Jews allowed to emigrate lo 
Israel. 

“If they want to participate in 
any diplomatic process towards 
a peace agreement and promot- 
ing peace in the Middle East, they 
have io be like the United States 
— to have formal ties with 
Israel." Ahimeir said. 

Meeting 

The Soviet Embassy in 
Amman announced on Wednes- 
day that Shevardnadze would 
visit the Middle East soon. Israeli 
newspapers said he would stop in 
Syria, Jordan and. possibly, 
Egypt. 

Asked yesterday if he planned 
a Middle East visit. Shevard- 
nadze said: “1 have ray own 
secrets and 1 would not like to 
reveal them all. But if it would 
help matters. 1 am ready to go." 

Officials in Jerusalem have 
repeatedly denied rumours that 
advisers to both Shamir and 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres 


were secretly meeting Soviet 
officials in Europe this week to 
advance peace efforts. 

Interest in a Soviet Middle 
East peace role has grown since a 
consular delegation from Mos- 
cow arrived in Israel last summer 
for the first time since all Soviet 
bloc countries except Romania 
severed lies in 1967. 

Shevardnadze, in Geneva to 
sign the Afghan accords, said 
that agreement could help bring 
abouL a solution to other 
regional problems, including the 
Middle East. 

US Secretary of Stale George 
Shultz, pursuing his own Middle 
East peace initiative, and Shevar- 
dnadze have placed the problem 
high on their agenda for talks 
next week to prepare for a May 
29-June 2 Soviet- American sum- 
mit meeting.

Meanwhile. Israeli Foreign 
Minister will meet US officials in 
Washington nextmonth for talks 
on Lhe Middle East peace 
process, the Foreign Ministry 
said yesterday.

Arafat, chairman of the Palestine 
Liberation (PLO), that Palestin- 
ian recognition of Israel was 
essential Tor Middle East peace.

But Arafat said yesterday dur- 
ing a trip to Kuwait that Gorba- 
chev had not asked him to recog- 
nise Israel.

Reagan and 
Thatcher 
sued for

WASHINGTON, April 15, 
(Reuter): Former US Attor- 
ney General Ramsey CTark 
said yesterday he had filed a 
lawsuit against President 
Reagan and British Prime 
Miniver Margaret Thatcher 
seeking compensation for 55 
Libyans killed or injured in a 
US bombing raid on Tripoli 
two years ago. 

Clark accused Reagan of build- 
ing up a false hate campaign 
to justify killing Libyans in a 
bombing raid limed for US 
Television news programmes. 
He also called Lhe raid in Aj>ril 
1986 an attempt to assassin- 
ate Libyan leader Muammar 
Khaddafi. 

“The President has no power to 
kill whomever he wants, to 
bomb civilian populations 
after deliberately building up 
a hate campaign against the 
country and, timing it* for 

r . aLa press eonlerence.- 
Compensation 
He said he fUed the suit in US 
federal district court in 
Washington on Wednesday 
against Reagan, Thatcher, 
other officials, and pilots who 
conducted the raid, for com- 
pensation for 15 Libyans 
killed and 40 injured. 

Clark said the compensation 
would total between J75 
million and SI 00 million. 

He said Thatcher was sued 
because she allowed US bom- 
bers to fly from British bases 
for the raid. He said American 
pilots were sued for not refus- 
ing to carry out what he called 
Reagan’s illegal order to 
bomb Tripoli in peace t i m e. 
Cark said Reagan and his aides 
falsely accused Libya of send- 
ing “death squads" to the 
United States and of directing 
the bombing of a West Ger- 
man discotheque to justify the 
raid.

Ershad asks 
opposition 
to talks 

DHAKA. April 15, (Reuter): 
Bangladesh President Hossain 
Mohammad Ershad appealed to 
opposition groups to abandon 
plans for yet anoihergeneral 
strike and said he would listen to 
reasonable proposals to resolve 
the differences. 

The opposition has called an 
eight-hour general strike on 
April 25 that would be the 27th 
general strike called since 
November to topple the former 
general who seized power in a 
1982 coup. 

"We have seen in the past that 
hartals (strikes) and agitations 
could not produce anything 
positive. Rather they have 
increased the miseries of the peo- 
ple,” Ershad told a closed-door 
meeting of the ruling Jatiya party 
on Thursday.

if anyone comes up with reasona- 
ble proposals,” he was later 
reported by the official BSS news 
agency as saying.

Mubarak, Hussein 
discuss peace 


AMMAN, April 15, (Reuter): 
King Hussein and Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak dis- 
cussed ways to bring peace to the 
Middle East yesterday, the 
official news agency Petra said. 

It said the two sides discussed 
the four-monib-oJd Palestinian 
anti-Israel uprising in the 
occupied territories, the Arab- 
Israeli conflict and the Palestine 
problem. 

They “shared identical views” 
on holding an international 
peace conference on the Middle 
East. Petra said. Their talks 
attended by senior Jordanian 
and Egyptian officials. 

“An international peace con- 
ference with the participation of 
the five permanent UN Security 
Council members and all parties 
lo the conflict including Lhe PLO 
is the only means to achieve just 
peace in the region,” Petra 
quoted the two sides as saying. 

A senior Jordanian official 


said the talks would cover 
proposals made by US Secretary 
of State George Shultz to 
regional leaders during a six-day 
tour of the Middle East last week 
and Jordan’s response to them. 

Formula 

Washington wants a non-bin- 
ding international conference 
leading to direct Arab-Israeli 
talks on interim Palestinian self- 
rule in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip followed by negotiations 
on a final Settlement- 

King Hussein gave Shultz a 
letter last week setting out Jor- 
dan's principles, which include 
Israeli withdrawal from all 
occupied Arab territories and 
Palestinian self-determination. 
He said Jordan would not sub- 
stitute for the PLO at any talks. 

Earlier, a high-ranking Jor- 
danian official said .that 
Mubarak was here “ to coordin- 
ate with King Hussein their 
countries' positions. 


Sikhs kill 
Hindu family 

CHANDIGARH. April 15. 
(UP!): Sikh militants stormed 
into a home of a Hindu family in 
northern Punjab and opened fire 
with assaul t rifles, killing six peo- 
ple in a hail of bullets, police said 
today. 

TTie latest fatalities took to at 
least 794 the number of people 
killed this year by Sikh 
extremists, wbo are fighting to 
convert Sikh-dominated Punjab 
into an independent natioo 
named “Khalistan,”. 

Police said the massacre 
occurred before dawn yesterday 
when five Sikh gunmen burst 
into the home of Jagdish, a 
Hindu villager living in Murad- 
pur, 170 km northwest of the 
state capital of Chandigarh. 

The assailants sprayed the liv- 
ing room with indiscriminate 
fire, killing Jagdish and five 
members of his family present, 
they said. 

Officers recovered from the 
killing site spent shells from 
Chinese-made assault rifles, 
weapons and ammunition. 


Sabotage 
caused 
arms dump 
blast: Zia 

ISLAMABAD. April !5. (AP): 
President Zia-ul-Haq said yes- 
terday that the explosion at the 
ammunition dump which killed 
% people was sabotage but den- 
ied that the weapons were ear- 
marked for Afghan rebels. 

"My personal assessment is 
that it couldn't be anything but a 
very effective way of sabotage,” 
Zia told reporters at a briefing at 
the President House." 

“Somebody who is not in line 
with us," was responsible, he 
explained. But declined to go 
into details because “I don’t 
want to hurt the inquiries" now 
being conducted on Sunday's 
explosion at the Ojeri Army 
Camp located be l ween the twin 
cities of Islamabad and Rawal- 
pindi. 

He said iL was only speculation 
the reports that the weapons at 
the dump were destined for the 
mujahedeen. He stressed the 
depot was used only by the Pak- 
istani Army. 

He said that whoever was res- 
ponsibe was looking for lhe Pak- 
istani military as a target, “not 
only to have financial loss but 
perhaps a reflection on the 
militaiV too.” 

Eyewitnesses spotted burning 
trucks near the dump bearing 
Afghan license plates and some 
of the empty casings which 
strayed around the two cities 
allegedly had Chinese markings. 

Meanwhile, an Afghan rebel 
arms dump exploded in a Pakis- 
tani border area killing at least 
six people and injuring up to 50, 
residents of the area said yester- 
day. 

They said the explosion at an 
Afghan refugee camp near Balu- 
chistan province’s remote border 
town of Cham an occurred on 
Wednesday night. There was no 
immediate information what 
caused It. 

All the casualties were Afghan 
exiles, who were hit by rockets or 
shrapnel the residents said. 

No government comment was 
immediately available. 

Life was returning to normal 
in the twin cities of Islamabad 
and Rawalpindi, five days after 
they were battered by thousands 
of missiles, rockets, bombs and 
other lethal projectiles from a 
burning Army ammunition 
dump, leaving behind a trail of 
death and destruction.

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UN chief proposes 
new Gulf peace plan 


UNITED NATIONS, April 15 
(AP): UN Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar has 
proposed a new Gulf peace plan, 
believing that the divergent posi- 
tions of Iran and Iraq are “insuf- 
ficient” Jbr implementing a 
ceasefire, -.UN sources said yes- 
terday. 

The" sources said Perez de 
Cuellar made his proposals, 
which call for a strengthened per- 
sonal role for the secretary-gen- 
eral in effort to stop the fighting, 
in a written repo rtto the Security 
Council on-Wednesday. 

The Copncil had requested 
Perez de Cuellar hold four 
rounds of negotiations in New 
York; with Iran and Iraq in an 
effort to get their, clearcut sup- 
port for Council resolution 598. 
The resolution, adopted almost 
nine months .ago, demands an 
immediate .ceasefire and troop 
withdrawal. 

Modified version 
Perez de Cuellar's milts with 
Iranian and Iraqi envoys con- 
cluded this week. He said in his 
report; “1 considered the posi- 
tions of the' two governments ... 
to be insufficient for purposes of 
implementing resolution 598” 
and then invited them to respond 
to a new proposal. 
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The latest five-point plan, a 
modified version of other 
outlines, emphasises that the 
secretary-general himself would 
set dales and intervals for 
implementing the resolution. 

It says: 

• The secretary-general would 
set a specific date for D-day, 
when the plan would be 
implemented. 

• From D-day, both parties 
shall observe a complete 
ceasefire. 

Stalled 

• On D-day, an impartial body 
to inquire into responsibility for 
the conflict will begin work, 

• After a number of days after 
D-day, to be set by the secretary- 
genera], Iran and Iraq will begin 
the withdrawal of forces. 

• After an interval after D-day, 
to be set by the secretary.- general, 
the implementation of other 
elements of the resolution would 
begin, or consultation about 
them. On that date Iran and Iraq 
would announce their intention 
to repatriate all prisoners of war 
as soon as possible. 

Perez de Cuellar was awaiting 
response from Iran and Iraq to 
his latest plan. 

He has not commented publi- 


cly on his talks, but diplomats say 
UN peace efforts are stalled 
because of intransigence by Iran 
and. to a lesser degree, Iraq. 

Iraq has said it accepts the 
resolution, if Iran does so 
explicitly. The Tehran govern- 
ment has said ii endorses an 
outline of the secretary-general 
for its implementation, not the 
resolution itself. 

Iran says Iraq must be iden- 
tified by an impartial commis- 
sion as the aggressor, before 
peace is possible. Iraq wants a 
permanent ceasefire and troop 
withdrawal to proceed at once. 
Zest Iran resume fighting after a 
temporary lull. 

The United Slates is urging the 
Council to impose a mandatory 
worldwide arms embargo 
against Iran, to force compliance 
with the resolution. An embargo 
is being drafted but the Soviet 
Union warns to give more time to 
diplomatic efforts. 

Perez de Cuellar's report to the 
Council was the only official 
account of the latest negotia- 
tions, which concluded this 
week. He met Iranian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Mohammad 
Larijani and Iraq's Deputy 
Foreign Minister, Wisam Alzah- 
awi.

Kuwait and its people more 
important, says hostage’s wife

MAN SOU R. the three and a half 
year old son of Mohammed 
A wad Al Fatri, knows that his 
father is on board the hijacked 
Kuwait Airways Corporation 
airliner, Al Jaberiya But he does 
not realise what this means and 
thinks his father is still on his 
journey and is coming back with 
a gift for him. 

Al Fatri, 52, is a former 
employee of the Electricity and 
Water Ministry. He has six chil- 
dren. 

His wife, Umm Naser, said 
that she and her family believe in 
God's providence. She said that 
Kuwait was a peace loving coun- 
try and never harmed anybody, 
and wondered why it should have 
problems such as the hijacking. 

She does not know what will 
happen to her family if the 
hijackers kill her husband. Her 
son is still young and cannot 
work. She wonders what to tell 
them if their father is killed. But 
she added, K uwait and its people 
were more important than her 
family. 

She asked why the hijackers 
didn't realise that the passengers 
were innocent and many have 
children and families in Kuwait. 
They should understand that 
they kill children when they kill 
the hostage parents. 


Umm Naser said she learnt 
about the hi jacking from her hus- 
band's family and her tears have - 
not stopped flowing since then. 
She react her husband's name in 
the newspaper^ and heard it over 
the radio, but still cannot grasp 
that something like this has hap- 
pened. 

She was surprised when her 
daughter Samar, 1 5, came 
screaming that her father was 
coming rack. She immediately 
left the house and started driving 
to the airport with her daughter. 

On the way she asked herself 
how her husband was coining 
back when his name was not 
among those of the released hos- 
tages. She questioned her daugh- 
ter, who answered that this was 
not important because he was 
sure to be at the airport. 

Umm Naser said she remained 
at the airport for more than six 
hours. She wanted to make sure 
that all those released were in 
good health and had not been 
tortured. 

Punished 

She said that all the hijackers 
must be punished, not only 
because of the hijacking and kill- 
ings, but also because of die suf- 
fering caused to the families of 
the hostages. She said most of 
these families were afraid when- 
ever they heard the news on the 
radio. 

Samar told the newspaper that 


she was like any other person in 
Kuwait who believed in God s 
providence. 

She said she sometimes asked 
herself whether she should not 
inform the hijackers that she was 
prepared to take her father's 
place. She said that her father 
was more important to the family 
than she was. 

Dearest 

Samar said she supported 
whatever decision the govern- 
ment took to resolve the hijack- 
ing, adding that Kuwait was 
more important than her father. 

She said the government's 
refusal to comply with the hijack- 
ers demands was a good one 
because Kuwait's principles 
could not allow it to make con- 
cessions to hijackers. 

If the hijackers want to blow 
up the plane, let them do it, she 
said, adding that every Kuwaiti 
washer father and every Kuwaiti 
youth was her brother because 
they were all one family, and 
their country was dearest to them 
all. 

Samar said her youngest 
brother, Mansour, never slop- 
ped asking questions day and 
night. She didn't want to lie Lo 
him so she told him the truth each 
time. He would stop asking when 
death was mentioned, but he was 
still very young and did not 
understand the meaning of 
death.

The daily, in an unsourced 
report, said that those parties 
harboured a large-scale plan to 
pressure Kuwait to release the 1 7 
convicted terrorists held in 
Kuwait’s jails since 1984, by 
hijacking several airplanes on the 
same day. 

It added that a number of obs- 
tacles surfaced at last moment 
which made the parties change 
their plans.

Specially 
trained team 

LONDON, April 15, (Kuna): A 
prominent British newspaper 
stressed today that the hijackers 
of the Kuwaiti jumbo are “a 
Specially trained team of Islamic 
extremists with links to Iran's 
Interior Minister, Ali Akbar 
Mohtashemi.” 

The Guardian newspaper said 
quoting “Shiite officials in Beirut 
in close contacts with Iran” that 
the hijackers were drawn from 
two main groups, Lebanese 
radicalsclose to the Islamic Jihad 
kidnappers and Iraqi expatriates 
with connections to Al Da'awa 
Party. 

In a report from the Lebanese 
capital, the paper pointed out 
that a similar team was said to 
have been responsible for the 
hijacking of the Kuwait Airways 
airbus in December 1 984. 

The Guardian quoted “one 
source as suggesting that Iraad 
Mugniyeh has masterminded 
thislatest hijacking." 

It recalled that Mugniyeh 
divides his time between 
Lebanon and Iran where he is 
“reportedly studying to be a cler- 
gyman in the holy city of Qom.”

Kims forced out of leadership 


Opposition parties 
sinking into disarray

SEOUL, (UPI): South Korea’s 
opposition is losing the mantle of 
righteousness it wore through 
many years of battle against 
authoritarianism and instead 
seems ready for a shroud. 

The two leaders of the fight 
againsL dictatorship — Kim Dae 
Jung and Kim Young-Sam — 
have been forced out of the 
political front lines after break- 
ing a promise to unify and field a 
single candidate in December's 
presidential election. 

They never agreed on which 
should stand aside, so the 
opposition split 1 2 million votes, 
allowing Roh Tae-Woo, the 
protege of strongman Chun 
Doo-Hwan, to win with 8 
million. 

Now both Kims have been for- 
ced out of Lheir party leadership 
roles. But without their presence, 
the two main opporition parties 
are sinking into disarray and 
acnmony over who is to blame 
for the humiliating loss to Roh 
and who will lead the battle now, 
analysts say. 

This means the opposition's 
political agenda is languishing 
just before crucial parliamentary 
elections April 26 will decide who 
controls the national assembly 
for the next four years, nearly the 
rest of Roh's five-year term. 


analysts said. 

.“If they take control of the 
national assembly with less than 
a majority of the votes cast, they 
will have a plurality president 
and a plurality national assem- 
bly," a diplomat said. “That is 
not a very good position from 
which to daim the right to rule." 


Splintering 


Most analysts agree that the 
opposition's splintering is direc- 
tly related to the bad feelings 
between the two Kims. 

Kim Dae. Jung, a fiery and 
charismatic dissident, is the 
ideological father of anti- 
military forces, students and 
labour. 


Failed 


The opposition also has failed 
to mount a serious campaign to 
investigate charges that Roh won 
the election through sophis- 
ticated computer fraud. It has 
not pressured the government to 
release well-known political 
prisoners or pushed Roh to swif- 
tly implement promised reforms. 

“Who cares?” said one Wes- 
tern diplomat recently when 
asked about the future of the 
opposition. His verbal shrug 
reflects a widespread belief that 
the ruling party will sweep the 
April 26 elections and take full 
control of the government. 

Roh* s Democratic Justice 
Party is so confident of victory, 
said another Western diplomat, 
that some party offidals are 
wonied they will win too many 
seats. But with three opposition 
parties also running, it might end 
without even a simple majority of 
parliament's seats, political 


Politician Kim Young-Sam 
represents the mainstream 
opposition, equally committed 
to an end to military rule but less 
bound to the idea of a social 
revolution to reform the society. 

The two Kims and their foll- 
owers were bound together over 
decades of military and military- 
backed rule by the need to unite. 
But once they won the right to a 
free election, neither could bow 
to the other, offidals of both par- 
ties admit. With the Seoul Sum- 
mer Olympics rapidly approach- 
ing, political experts say Roh will 
continue to promote reforms, if 
only to keep the opposition off 
balance and the lid on student 
protests. 

“Before the Olympics we saw 
the end of authoritarianism in 
South Korea.” joked one Wes- 
tern diplomat recently. "After 
the Olympics, will we see ’auth- 
oritarianism II — thesequelT* 

“It is too early to call the 
opposition dead," said another 
Western analyst. “There is still a 
lot to oppose." 


"Their best hope is a major 
political misstep by the Roh 
government that they can use to 
rally the people,” another 
analyst said. “They seem only 
able to fight against things.” 


But the extent of paralysis in 
the opposition was evident when 
Park Young-Sook, acting 
president of Kim Dae Jung’s 
party, was asked why anyone 
should vote for the bickering and 
divided opposition. 

“We have fought dictatorship 
for 10 years,” she said almost 
plaintively. 


A struggle between atheists and devout Muslims

ISLAMABAD,- Pakistan, (AP): 
The brutal war in Afghanistan 
has been a costly stalemate, a 
political, religious and military 
struggle that has devastated the 
country and failed to produce a 
clear victory for anyone. 

The war has been a struggle 
between communists trying to 
impose their ideas and tribes with 
age-old traditions, a test of ath- 
eism against devout Islam. It has 
been a showdown between the 
superpowers and their 
surrogates, and a killing machine 
for Afghanistan's impoverished 
population. 

This week there were reports 
that despite the planned signing 
of a UN-sponsored agreement 
for withdrawal of Soviet troops, 
fighting in Afghanistan had 
intensified with the onset of spr- 
ing. 

Perhaps a dozen foreign coun- 
tries have played some role in the 
conflict that began in 1980. But 
the last chapter of the war, still to 
be written, may well show that 
the future of Afghanistan can 
ultimately be decided only by 
Afghans themselves. 

Died 

There are no accurate statistics 
on ho w many people have died in 
the Afghan conflict. United 
Nations surveys estimate as 
many as I.S million Afghans 
have died — about 1 0 per cent of 
the country’s pre-war popula- 
tion. 

Another S milli on have fled to 
Pakistan and Iran. The 3.S 
millio n in Pakistan have made 
this country the refugee capital of 
the world. 

The fighting between Soviet- 
Kabul forces and Muslim resis- 
tance guerrillas has rained down 
destruction of Afghanistan's 
cities, industries and public 
works. It has decimated the 
country's traditional cash crops 
of fruit, nuts and cotton. 

“It will take years to rebuild 
our country again. It will take a 
massive effort,” said former 
•Kabul University professor 
Bahauddin Majrooh, head of the 
Western-funded Afghan Infor- 


Afghan war is a costly stalemate 
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mation centre in Peshawar, Pak- 
istan. On Feb 11, days after he 
made the comment, he was gun- 
ned down by unknown assassins. 

There has been brutality ever- 
ywhere. 

Afghan children have lost lives 
and limbs by picking up small 
mines disguised as brightly 
coloured toys, according to a 
variety accounts. The guerrillas 
claimed they were dropped 
intentionally by Soviet and 
Afghan aircraft. Moscow denied 
involvement 

Chemical 

There also have been 
numerous claims of Soviet and 
Afghan forces have carried out 
saturation bombing of villages 
and • farmland after guerrilla 
strikes. 

For their part, the Muja- 
bedeen, or Islamic “holy 
warriors,” have been known to 
torture and summarily execute 
captured Soviet and Afghan 
troops. The communists, and 
Western sources, have accused 
some guerrilla groups of brutal- 
ising local tribes into allegiance. 

Western analysts have com- 
pared the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan with 
the United States’ involvement 
in Vietnam: It was easy to get in, 
but hard to get out The military 
might of a superpower proved 
indequate against the hit-and- 
run tactics of guerrillas living and 
hiding among the population. 

Western sources have 
estimated 10,000-15,000 Soviet 
dead in the war, the first time the 
Red Army has been bloodied in 
real combat since the end of 
World War II. The Afghan resis- 
tance estimates the Soviet toll is 
twice that. 

Despite a massive investment 
in men and material, Moscow 
was never able to secure more 
than 20 per cent of Afghanistan 
for the Afghan Marxist govern- 
ment, led by the People’s 
Democratic Party of Afghanis- 
tan.

socialism on a mainly rural, 
Muslim people used to ruling 
themselves through local tribal 
allegiances. Afghanistan's tribes 
have a fierce tradition of 
independence and have never 
taken kindly to tutelage from 
outside. 

The party’s tactics touched off 
an armed resistance movement 
of tribal militias, local warlords 
and Muslim fundamentalists 
which solidified into a powerful 
rebel alliance backed by the 
United States, Britain, Pakistan, 
China, Iran and other nations. 

A second obstacle for the 
PDPA was its own internal 
problems.

BONN, (DPA): The arrest of 
Hike Falk as an East German spy 
confirms what the practitioners 
of espionage have always tes- 
tified: The code for the safes is 
“love.” 

Falk, 42, arrested recently on 
suspicion of having passed 
secrets to East Berlin over a 14- 
i , is , a ccord ing to the 
authorities, ‘the latest in a long 
wh dfrave 

fallen for Romeos working for 
East German espionage. 

West German counter- 
intelligence has exposed at least 
24 secretary-spies since the late 
1960s. Many of them were 
recruited by agents of the East 
German Ministry for State 
Security even before they gained 
access to sensitive posts. 

Romeos courted them, 
became their lovers or even then- 
husbands, and steered them 
through the Bonn ministries. The 
women have worked in the chan- 
cellory, the president's office, the 
defence ministry, the foreign 
office or for Nato. Some have 
passed on information from the 
files of party headquarters for 
Bonn MP’s. 

Recruiter 

Authorities say EDce Falk fell 
into the East German net in 1973 
when she met a man who claimed 
to be a bookseller but who in fact 
was a recruiter for East Berlin. A 
year later, she was accepted for a 
job in the office of Helmut Sch- 
midt, who had just been named 
chancellor. 

Only months before, Guen- 
ther Guillaume, a top aide to 
Chancellor Willy Brandt, had 
been exposed as an East German 
spy, leading to Brandt's fall from 
office.

A year later, in 1975, East 
Berlin planted another agent in 
the chancellor's office, the 29- 
year-old Dagmar Kahlig-Schef- 
fier. She had fallen for an East 
German agent whom she met 
! two years earlier on a sunny Bul- 
garian beach. Like many before 
her, she soon faced the choice of 
losing her new lover or spying 
for the East. 

East Berlin soon arranged 
their marriage. 

The East Germans also scored 
a coup with the 49-year-old Mar- 
gret Hoeke who was arrested in 
1985 after years of exposure to 
classified documents at the 
president’s office. She, too. was a 
victim oflove. » 

Seduced 

GerdaOstenrieder, a secretary 
at the West German embassy in 
Warsaw, is another case. She was 
a 17-year-old au pair girl in Paris 
when she was seduced by an East 
German Romeo. i 

Hanneliese Reggenlin 
sneaked material from Christian 
Democratic Party headquarters 
to East Berlin for years after she 
met her spyraaster, a fellow who 
had helped her change a tyre on 
her car. 

Leonore Suetterlin, a top spy 
at the foreign office, look her 
own life after her arrest in 1967 
when she learned that her hus- 
band had married her not for 
love but on orders of East Berlin. 

The arrests in 1979 of Ursula 
Hoefs at CDU headquarters and 
Ingrid Garbe at Bonn's Nato 
mission in Brussels triggered the

defection of four other 
secretarial spies — Inge Goliath, 
secretary to CDU foreign affairs 
specialist Werner Marx, Christel 
Broszey from CDU headquar- 
ters. Helj»a Roedinger at the fin- 
ance ministry and Ursula Loren- 
zen at the Nato secretariat. 

Each had fallen for the line of 
an East German casanova, and 
some of them had married their 
lovers. 

Counterintelligence has com- 
piled a composite description of 
the type of women who is vul- 
nerable to recruitment: she is 
aged 30 to 40, lives by herself, has 
been disappointed in love, and is 
conscientious and efficient at 
work. 

it is a profile that matches 
many a woman who labours in 
the bureaucratic anterooms of 


Bonn, where the impersonal air 
of a national capital makes it 
difficult to form friendships.

“Secretaries are the security 
weakpoint,” says one 
intelligence expert. 

East Berlin knows that clas- 
sified information is not all that 
they can deliver. They can also 
provide details on their bosses' 
habits and private lives. 

And the East is willing to pay 
for the secrets. According to a 
recent intelligence reports, an 
East German agent courted a 
female employee in military 
telecommunications with a trip 
to Venice, champagne, roses, 
thousand-mark bills and casino 
visits. 

But she spurned his advances, 
the report added, sparing herself 
the fate of other West German 
women who have been jailed for 
up to eight years for spying. The 
alternatives are defection, depor- 
tation or exchange for West Ger- 
man spies in East German jails. 

In 1 955, East Berlin executed a 
woman who spied for Bonn from 
the office of Prime Minister Otto 
GrotewhoL 

in keeping with the latest scan- 
dal here, the Suddeutsche 
Zeitung newspaper ironically 
suggests that Bonn do East 
Berlin one offer and hire some 
really handsome men and 
arrange for them to seduce the 
Bonn secretaries instead.

say their illusions were dashed by 
Darwish'spoem “those who pass 
between fleeti ug words. " 

They say it echos the PLO’s 
founding charter denying 
Israel's right to exist and calling 
for the expulsion of most Jews 
from Israel proper as well as from 
areas captured in 1967. 

Leading author Amos Keinan 
wrote to Darwish accusing him 
of “bad poetry and bad national- 
ism" and concluded “(but) I per- 
sonally remember some 
beautiful moments with you.”

“No one could seriously 
believe Darwish had the green 
line — Israel's 1967 borders — in 
min d when he wrote ‘get out of 
our country, our land, or sea,” 
said the daily Haaretz. 

“When what is at slake is life 
and death, even a poet must not 
leave room for misunderstand- 
ing. Poetic licence ends when 
death begins,” Keinan said in his 
letter to Darwish.

Keinan replied: "Our names are

Poet Haim Guri wrote: “This 
poem is liable to give the right the 
parliament seats it needs for a 


possible majority in (forthcom- 
ing) elections ... the poem returns 
us to the true demons. It speaks 
truth, poems do not lie.” 

Darwish found defenders only 
among Israeli Arab intellectuals, 
particularly poets on the staff of 
the Communist Party Arabic 
language newspaper AJIttihad. 

Poet Siham Daoud said: “It is 
not a political declaration, it is a 
poem." 

Another Arab-Israeli poet, 
Samih Al Kassem, said: “It is not 
fair to fail to understand the 
agony (of Darwish) in view of 
what has been .happening in the 
occupied territories. One hun- 
dred people have been killed, 
hundreds have been wounded, 
thousands have been arrested. 

“We are human beings, not 
angels, and any human being at a 
particular moment can lose his 
restraint," Kassem said. 

But Jewish journalist Yehuda 
Litani, a leading leftst and 
exponent of Palestinian-Israeli 
understanding replied: 
“Moderates who even momen- 
tarily become extremists tend to 
forget that in the continuous 
struggle beween the two peoples 
neither is a victim: each is a hos- 
tage of the other."

Speakes concedes that Reagan - 
is “charming” and “outgoing”, 
an “affable” person who is liked 
by his staff. But the President can 
also be “impersonal” in his deal- 
ings with others and is a “loner” 
in private. 

And Reagan does not always 
do his homework, Speakes con- 
tends. 

Mastered 

In excerpts published by the 
Washington Post, Speakes 
writes: “Arms control was a very, 
very complex issue that he didn't 
know much about to begin with 
and only mastered in its basic 
principles arid broad outlines. He 
wanted — and got — a breakth- 
rough arms control agreement 
with the Soviets, but he left the 
details to the experts.” 

Speakes says Reagan has a 
habit of spending an entire day 
rehearsing for televised press 
conferences, which he hates. He 
practices answers to all conceiva- 
ble questions, a routine 
equivalent to “reinventing the 
wheel”. 

Speakes, who left the White 
House at the start of 1987 for a 
lucrative job on Wall Street, is far 
harder on Bush than he is on 
Reagan.

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Recycled hits turn charts into archives 


Has pop music gone to pot?

ITS the musical revolution of 
the decade .... as the songs of 
yester year hecome the hits of 
today. 

Artists blame record com- 
panies, producers blame disc- 
jockeys, record shops blame Lhe 
charts ... but one thing's for 
sure — bright, inventive bands 
have given in, to golden oldies 
fit for their parents’ consump- 
tion. You could say that pop — 
what’s left of it — is letting 
down its teenage public .... 

The first traces of decline 
came ten years ago when croon- 
ing comedians Stan Laurel and 
Oliver Hardy had a chart suc- 
cess with their old song. On, the 
Trail Of the Lonesome Pine. It 
was the first of a series of re- 
recordings, re- mixes and gol- 
den oldies to make it. 

By 1987, the amount of cover 
versions in lhe charts had rea- 
ched almost epidemic propor- 
tions. The charts looked more 
and more like a musty museum 
for old hits and critics were ask- 
ing seriously: Is pop dying? 

In Britain, Alison Moyethad 
a hit with Nat King Cole's 44- 
year-old song. Love Letters 
and latest pop heart-throb Rick 
Astley followed with another 
Cole classic. When 1 Fall In 
Love. 

Then there were the Pet Shop 
Boys, bashing out an up tempo 
version of Elvis Presley’s 1972 
hit. You Were Always" On My 
Mind, and even veteran 
musician Elton John made a 
timely reappearance in the 
charts with a live version of his 
own song. CandlelnThe Wind. 

In the United States, Tiffany 
Darwisch's chart-busting suc- 
cess with 1 Think We're Alone 
Now had previously been 
covered by Rachel Sweet and 
Britain's Lene Lovich; the Ban- 
gles revamped the Simon and 
Garfunkel classic. Hazy Shade 
OfWinter: theTemptations got 
more mileage out of their old 
number. Under The Broad- 
walk, with Moonlighting star 
Bruce Willis as frontman. 

But who, or what, is really 
responsible for turning the pop 
charts into an archive? 

Veteran artist Steve Harley.

whose group Cockney Rebel 
topped the charts 14 years ago 
with hits like Come Up And See 
Me knows exactly where the 
blame lies: “Young groups 
can’t get a record deal because 
their music is so stilted and 
derivative. Then they go for 
cover versions because they are 
safer. 

“Ever since the Japanese 
invented a machine for $200 
which you can plug in and get a 
drum sound, bass and speak- 
ers, people haven’t needed a 
group and they’ve worked 
more and more on their own. 

“It’s that human touch that 
is missing. If you go into the 
studio there's always a band to 
bounce ideas off during 
production. You get ideas as 
you go along. 

“But it's not fair to say that 
young groups are not talented. 
It’s just that the rhythm 
machine is so rigid and they get 
stuck in a rut." 

The 37-year- old lead vocalist 
thinks we have seen the last of 
the mega-groups, like Fleet- 
wood Mac ana Genesis. He 
says: “The life span is so much 
shorter for groups since the 


punk invasion of the late Seven- 
ties, when youngsters had a lot 
to shout about but no way of 
expressing themselves. 

“From Malcolm McClaren. 
who managed the infamous Sex 
Pistols, down, the message has 
been that everyone can form a 
band and become a star. Stan- 
dards have been altered.” 

Hype 

And all the hype surround- 
ing new groups has more to do 
with the greedy managers and 
recording companies than with 
the success of the band. He 
claims: '’It's the managers, 
agents, promotorsandall those 
lower down in the recording 
business who are desperate for 
success. They are the ones who 
want to order champagne and 
bask in the reflected glory. 

“They’ve even got young 
groups headlining at major 
venues, when they haven't even 
played in nightclubs before. 
They don’t even know how to 
play to an audience,” he says. 

Steve is putting the finishing 
touches to a new solo album 
and he is also writing music 
again with the original Cock- 


ney Rebel line-up, so he can 
show the youngsters a thing or 
two about how it is really done. 

At the recent Music Week 
awards dinner in London, BBC 
Radio One boss, Roger Lewis, 
shocked guests with an 
unprompted attack on stick-in- 
the-mud record shops. He stor- 
med: “They are not prepared to 
stock new bands or take risks. 
It’s no wonder the singles 
market is dying.” 

He lashed out at the fact that 
veterans like Tom Jones, 
George Harrison, and Fleet- 
wood Mac still dominate the 
pop scene. But who can blame 
the shops? They are unable to 
return unsold records so, ins- 
tead, they follow slavishly the 
charts, rather than risk losing 
money. 

Whatever happened to little 
Ana Rodriguez hailed as the 
new Madonna? She was 
quickly followed by Tiffany, 
Debbie Gibson, Kylie Min- 
ogue and Belinda Carlisle — 
will any of them last long 
enough to knock Madonna off 
the throne? ■ 

Tiffany Darwisch was just 14 
years old when she was signed 
up by MCA records. Now a 
mature 15-year-old with two 
successes to her name. Tiffany 
sees her age as no problem. She 
says: “1 think being young is an 
advantage. I have a lot of 
experience, but I don't look at 
the world in quite the same way 
as someone who is 20 or 30. 1 
have something to say to people 
my age." 

While Oldahoma-bom Tif- 
fany scored in a big way with 
her gimmicky open-air con- 
certs in shopping malls both 
sides of the Atlantic, and has a 
schoolgirl appeal, she lacks the 
talent of her pal, Debbie Gib- 
son. 

Seventeen-year-old Debbie, 
whose hit Shake Your Love 
was a strong contender for the 
number one slot in Britian. has 
been writing her own material 
since she was five years old. 

The British music industry’s 
loudest pop pundit, Jonathan 
King has his own theory about 
teeny talent. Disc-jockey King 
says: “Say a new talent writes a 
song and it becomes a hit 
record. Because Britain is such

a small country, the talent 
becomes a star and soon he’s 
drinking champagne in night- 
cl ubs instead of working at per- 
fecting his craft." 

And there is plenty of 
evidence to support his claim: 
Nik Kershaw, Frankie Goes 
To Hollywood, and Pepsi and 
Shirley — Wham's former 
backing group — have all faded 
back into obscurity. 

Ex-Wham! George Michael 
is the only exception. King 
claims: “He's going about 
things in the old-fashioned 
way. He has worked at being a 
song craftsman and a musician. 
I don't like his music much but 
I'm full of admiration for the 
way he’s done it.” 

Sympathises 

Top record producer Tony 
Visconti, who produced mega- 
star David Bowie, along with 
T-Rex and the Moody Blues 
back in the Seventies agrees. He 
says: “Young groups just do 
not know how to play. They 
have stopped taking lessons. In 
the sixties the only way you 
could make music was by play- 
ingyou own instruments. It was 
unthinkable to let anyone else 
play on your records. 
Nowadays it’s an accepted 
fact." 

He sympathises with othe 


producers, though: “It's very- 
hard to inaugurate a hit song 
from the unkn own. I know that 
myself. You can only do that 
with a well-known group. One 
of the safest methods of getti ng 
a hit is re-recording an old Mot- 
own success.” 

Tony, 43. who has created his 
own recording label. Unique 
Records, has backed this up by 
breaking away from today's 
sound, and he is concentrating 
on three unknown bands — 
two from South Africa. 

He says: “The worst thing 
that has happened in the last six 
years is the computer revolu- 
tion. It become almost 
embarrassing to say that you 
played an instrument 

“It was very gratifying for a 
producer to be able to tap into a , 
keyboard and get all the 
sounds. But 1 had to take a 
good look at what I was 
producing. 

“Last time I worked with the 
Moody Blues, we combined the 
two methods. They’re very’ 
professional and you couldn’t 
tell which was which. But Justin 
Hayward and John Lodge were 
in the studio all the time while I 
was doing the mixing and if 
anything sounded artifical they 
just went out with their ins- 
tnunentsand played it live." 


LONDON. (AP): Heart by the 
British group Pet Shop Boys 
jumped three places to the top 
of the British pop singles chart, 
toppling Don’t Turn Around, a 
three-week best-seller by 
Aswad.

TOKYO, April 15, JAP): Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi pledged 
today in a meeting with Japanese 
Premier Noboru Takeshita that 
he will make it easier for Japan- 
ese companies to invest in India, 
a foreign ministry official said. 

During two hours of talks, 
Takeshita told Gandhi that he 
would like to "see efforts made to 
facilitate the environment for 
investment" and thereby help 
Japanese companies become 
more involved in the Indian sub- 
continent, the official said. 

Movement 

Gandhi replied that he will try 

to improve condi tions for Japan- 
ese access, especially in the area 
of "procedures," added the min- 
istry official, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity. Gandhi i 
apparently was referring to 
paperwork and red tape in volved , 
in setting up businesses. 

"A few (industries) are resis- 
tant to liberalisation, but 1 
believe in the movement and 
would like to < keep the 
programme going," the official 
quoted Gandhi as saying.

The IM F said markets remain 
worried abouL the si 2 e of global 
financial imbalances, par- 
; ticularly the US budget deficit. 

"On the basis of current 
policies, the staffs projections 
point to the persistence of exter- 
nal unbalances among the major 
countries at levels that seem 
unlikely to be sustainable over 
the medium term.” 

The US current account 
deficit, for instance, is projected 
to fall to $141.1 billion this year 


from 160.7 billion, but the 
decline will then slow and Lhegap 
will still be $123.8 billion in 1989. 

The slock market crash in 
October, which has not turned 
out to have anywhere near the 
punitive impact first feared, 
could still take its toll on the 
world economy, the IMF war- 
ned. 

The loss of wealth caused by 
the slump in stock prices was 
already likely to reduce real 
growth in industrial countries by 
about a quarter of a percentage 
point in both 1988 and 1989. 

Concern 

“While there are no signs as yet 
of a more significant slowdown 
due to adverse effects on business 
and consumer confidence, the 
possibility of such a development 
cannot be excluded, particularly 
if financial markets again 
became concerned about ihe 


prospects for effective action to 
deal with the imbalances facing 
the world economy,” the IMF 
said. 

Another major source of con- 
cern is the difficulty many poor 
countries arc encountering in 
restoring creditworthiness and 
growth, the IMF said. 

"Rates of economic growth in 
these developing countries have 
remained modest and invest- 
ment has not revived." 
Changes 

Adjustment efforts are flag- 
ging, inflation has accelerated 
and fiscal deficits remain high, 
the report said. 

Nevertheless, the IMF expects 
developing countries to grow 
more quickly than industrial 
nations this year and next. 

The* IMF said its analysis 
strongly suggests that the main 
industrial countries must do 


more to reduce progresively their 
large fiscal and external 
payments imbalances. 

But it stressed that exchange 
rate changes unaccompanied by 
policy adjustments did not 
represent an efficient way of 
redressing imbalances and mighL 
even be counterproductive. 

Approach 

For instance . when an econ- 
omy was operating close to full 
capacity, as is the case for the 
United States at present, a sus- 
tained improvement in the exter- 
nal balance could be achieved 
only through a reduction in 
domestic demand. 

"If such a reduction is not 
deliberately brought about (say. 
through fiscal action), it will 
come about through the opera- 
tion of market forces,” the IMF 
said. 


This might take the form of 
reduced demand for dollar 
assets, leading to a rise in interest 
rales and a damaging crowding- 
out of private investment. 

Consequently, the (MF adv- 
ised the United States to take "a 
considerably more ambitious 
approach to fiscal policy." 

Recently history suggested 
that such an approach need not 
create serious dangers of an 
economic down turn. In 1987, for 
instance, the budget deficit was 
reduced by two per cent of GNP 
but the economic expansion did 
noi lose momentum. 

The Federal Reserve, which 
faces Lhe difficult task of suppor- 
ting the dollar while sustaining 
economic growth, can best help 
by reassuring Lhe markets that it 
remains committed to medium- 
term price stability, the IMF 
said. 


Poor US trade figures expose fragility of G-7 accord 


WASHINGTON, April 15, 
(Reuter): The rout in financial 
markets after February’s poor 
US trade figures has cruelly 
exposed the limitations of the 
leading industrial nations’ 
strategy for propping up the 
dollar. 

Although central banks prom- 
ptly intervened heavily yesterday 
to defend the dollar, subsequent 
comments by an array of officials 
made it clear that the major par- 
ticipants still had no stomach for 
the underlying fiscal and mon- 
etary policy changes that the 
markets are demanding. 

Without those changes, the 
dollar will remain vulnerable to 
periodic turbulance that some 
officials fear could result in a 
replay of last October 19, Wall 
Street's Black Monday when 
stock prices plunged by 22.6 per 
cent. 


Japanese and West German 
officials moved swiftly yesterday 
to head off any calls by Washing- 
ton for them to stimulate iheir 
economies furLher to suck in US 
imports. 

A senior official from Lhe Bank 
of Japan, whose discount rate is 
already at a record low, said 
interest rates would not be 
lowered to sap the yen's strength. 

His statement was echoed by 
Karl Otto Poehl. president of 
Germany’s powerful central 
bank, who said it would be irre- 
sponsible to pursue an even more 
expansionary policy. 

Trend 

”1 think we have done as much 
as one can expect us todo.” Poehl 
said. The West German discount 
rate, too, is already at a record 
low. 

US officials, who said the 
improving trend in trade was still 


intacL despite February's disap- 
pointing figures, had no need to 
spell out why their hands are tied. 

With general elections due in 
November, the last thing the 
Reagan administration wants is 
a sharp rise in interest rates that 
could stop the economy dead in 
its tracks and doom vice 
President George Bush's chances 
of retaining Lhe White House for 
the Republicans. 

Talks 

The Uni Led States. Japan and 
West Germany held hurried 
talks yesterday morning as the 
dollar slumped in response to the 
widening in the US trade gap to 
$13.83 billion in February from 
12,44 billion in January. 

The result, according to 
Japanese Finance Minister Kii- 
chi Miyazawa, was a pledge by 
the three nations to increase their 


currency intervention if neces- 
sary to prop up the dollar. 

A senior European official 
said more than a dozen central 
banks intervened yesterday to 
buy a "fairly substantial'' 
amounlof dollars in what British 
Finance Minister Nigel Lawson 
called a highly coordinated 
operation. 

But with theirdomestiemoney 
supplies already bloated by the 
proceeds of past intervention, 
would inflation-conscious Japan 
and Germany be prepared to 
keep buying dollars indefinitely 
and run a loose monetary policy 
at the same time? 

"I'm not surprised that the 
Germans and Japanese don’t 
want to do any more,” one New 
York economist said, referring 
to their refusal yesterday to con- 
sider lower interest rates. 

According to this line of think- 


ing, the Federal Reserve, the US 
central bank, will have no choice 
but to override the administra- 
tion's objections and raise 
interest rates to prop up the 
dollar and dampen American's 
strong demand for imports. 

Lawson said he was sure Fed 
chairman Alan Greenspan, a 
Republican appointee, would 
put Lhe national interest before 
that of his party and tighten 
credit if need be. 

Crisis 

“I get the feeling that if and 
when he feels it necessary to act, 
he will do so,” Lawson told 
reporters. 

But. with Lhe debt crisis still 
simmering, banks in Texas in 
trouble and stockmarkets 
extremely nervous about higher 
interest rates, the Fed’s room for 
manoeuvre is limited, econ- 
omists said. 


US wholesale prices jump 


WASHINGTON. April 15. 
(AP): Wholesale prices jumped 
0.6 percent in March, the biggest 
"MnweuuB 1 muii ths.4he-gover--.u- 
“-nment -said— today in- a report 
"expected to idd to jitters on fin-

of the US economy. 

The increase more than erased 
a 0.2 per cent drop in February. 

Wholesale energy prices, 
which had been falling at an 
annual rate of 17 per cent, rose 
0.9 per cent in March, their first 
increase since August, the 
Labour Department, said in its 
report on wholesale price 
activity. 

Food prices, after dropping 
1.1 percent in February, advan- 
ced by 0.7 per cent last month. 
For the first three months of the 
year, beef and veal prices climbed 
43.6 per cent. 

Increase 

Overall, wholesale prices rose 
at an annual rate of 3.1 percent 
from January through March. If 
the March increase were main- 
tained over 12 months, the full- 
year inflation rale would be 7 per 
cent. 

Economists said they expect 
the report to add to the havoc in 
stock, bond and money markets 
following the government’s 
announcement yesterday that 
the US trade deficit worsened in 
February despite a 36 per cent 


devaluation of thedollar over the 
last three years. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average of 30 blue-chip indusr. 
trial stocks dropped 101 points 

— its fifth biggesi loss ever. ‘ 

As for today’s report, Donald 
Ratajczak, an economist who 
specialises in wholesale price 
tmeds. said that “the re-accelera- 
tion of commodity inflation after 
a one-month hiatus may be 
greeted with some concern on the 
credit markets. 

Gains 

"The widespread nature of 
these prices changes suggests 
that inflation pressures may be 
intensifying,” he said. 

Reflecting Lhe broad nature of 
March’s price gains, the Labour 
Department said ihat its index of 
wholesale prices for consumer 
goods other than food and 
energy rose 0.4 per cent, com- 
pared with a 0.3 percent increase 
in Febniary. 

Because food and energy 
prices can fluctuate greatly from 
month to month, analysts look to 
the calculation that excludes 
them as providing a good 
underlying indication of 
inflationary pressures. For the 
first three months of 1988, 
wholesale prices for goods other 
than food and energy rose at an 
annual rate of 5. 7 percent. 


Automobile prices were up 1 
per cent last month, restoring 
them to the level they had been at 
'in November before manufac- 
turers began offering dealers 
TCbateyandrnherincetivesr- - 

Wholesale gasoline prices rose 

1 .5 per cent after dropping about 
9 per cent since November. 
Home heating oil prices jumped 

2.6 per cent. 

Costs rose for a variety of food 
products that had dropped in 
price in February. Among them 
were eggs, fresh fruits, coffee, 
pouItryTfish and pasta products. 

Capital equipment prices rose 
0.4 per cent, double the increases 
on January and February. The 
biggest price gains — above 1 per 
cent — were in metal-cutting 
machine tools and office and 
store equipment. 

Cost 

March’s overall gain brought 
the wholesale price index to 
106.2. Thai means a selection of 
goods costing $100 at the 
wholesale level in 1982 would 
have cost $106-20 last month, or 
30 cents more than in Febniary. 

Wholesale prices rose only 2.2 
per cent for all of 1987. The 
index, however, does not include 
two categories where price 
increases have been more pron- 
ounced in recent months — 
services and imports. 


Japan plans to cut 
overall trade surplus 


TOKYO, April 15, (Reuter): 
Japan plans Jo cut it* . overall 
trade surplus to internationally 
acce ptabl e l evefc ~f h fi ve y ears— 
through drastic economic - 
reform and rapid growth of 
domestic demand, a high-rank- 
ing official said yesterday. "I see 
a dramatic decrease in Japan’s 
current account surplus," said 
ihe official, who declined to be 
identified. t 

The current account surplus, 
which measures trade 'in goods 
and services, rose to a record $87 
billion in 1987, or about 3.5 per 
cent of Japan's total economic 
output. 

The official told reporters that 
an overwhelming majority of the 
members of the powerful econ- 
omic council expect the surplus 
to fall below the critical level of 
1 .5 to two per cenlof total output 
during the next five years. 

Friction 

Past experience has shown 
that trade friction intensifies 
when the current account surplus 
rises above the level. 

Some council members even 
see the surplus disappearing in 
five years, he said.

Nigeria announces radical changes atNNPC after-tax" 1 ,n 


LAGOS, April 15, (Opecna): 
Recently, the Nigerian govern- 
ment announced a major reor- 
ganisation of the Nigerian 
National Petroleum corporation 
(NNPC) and the federal Minis- 
try of Petroleum Resources. 

The exercise is in line with the 
government's objective of disen- 
gaging itself from certain com- 
mercial activities and reducing 
subsidies now being given to a 
large number of parastalals in 
fa vour of commercialisa don and 
privatisation. 

NNPC managing director 
Aret Adams says “the corpora- 
tion has accepted the challenge, 
which is why we have decided to 
adopt strategic management 
practices to lead us towards com- 
mercialisation and more efficient 
use of our resources." 

The plan to go commercial 
began with a strategic planning 
exercise undertaken by NNPC in 
1986. Some time later, the 
services of a firm of management 
consultants — Arthur Anderson 
and Company — were obtained 
to draw up a strategic master 
plan. 

It was not until March this 
year that the federal government 
announced NNPCTs commer- 
cialisation. In a major policy 
statement recently, the Nigerian 
president, Ibrahim Babangida 
declared: "The Nigerian 
National Petroleum Corpora- 
tion has been reorganised to 


become a commercially 
integrated interna tional oil com- 
pany.” 

According to the president, 
recent developments in the oil 
industry called for the reorgan- 
isation of NNPC in order to ena- 
ble it meet future challenges. 

Under the new arrangement, 
NNPC will now engage in the 
exploration, production, proces- 
sing, transportation and market- 
ing of crude oil and gas. It is also 
ex peeled lo handle the transpor- 
tation and marketing of crude 
oil, gas products and derivatives. 

"NNPC will also be finan- 
cially autonomous in its opera- 
tions as well as maintain its 
leadership role in the long-term 
growth and development uf ihe 
country the president said, 
adding that NNPC had been 
empowered to acquire equity 
interests and participate in 
"downstream activities in the 
area of refining and marketingof 
products." 

Responsibility 

Explaining (he reorganisation 
of the corporation, the 
Petroleum Resources Minister, 
Alhaji Rilwanu Lukman, said 
that NNPC had been restruc- 
tured on the basis of three areas 
of responsibility, namely cw- 
porate services, operations div- 
ision and national peiroleuir. 
investment management services 
will be headed by a coordinator. 

"The reorganised NNPC will 


be adequately capitalised and 
full commercial justification will 
be required for its investments," 
the minister said, adding that it 
was expected to make regular 
dividend payments to the gover- 
nment in return for its invest- 
ment in lhe corporation. 

The seven subsidiaries expec- 
ted to take off this year are: The 
Nigerian Petroleum Develop- 
ment Company Ltd., Integrated 
Data Services Company Ltd., 
The Warn Refining and Petro- 
chemical Company Ltd., The 
Kaduna Refining and Petro- 
chemical Company Ltd.. The 
Pipelines and Products Market- 
ing Company Ltd., Hydrocar- 
bon Service^ of Nigeria Com- 
pany Ltd. and the Hyson Engin- 
eering Company of Nigeria Ltd. 

The four companies expected 
to takeoff before the end of 1989 
are: The Nigerian Gas Develop- 
ment Company Lid. The LNG 
Company, The Port Harcourt 
Refining Company Lid. and the 
Eleme Petrochemicals Company 
Ltd. 

Lukman explained that the 
pipelines and products market- 
ing company would buy crude oil 
from NNPC and ship it to the 
refineries for processing fora fee. 4 
The company will earn a profit 
through the sale of refined 
products, using its- marketing 
network. 

The reorganisation exercise is 
a clear departure from the erst- 


while structure with five semi- 
autonomous sectors, headed by 
sector coordinators. 

In the reorganised company. 
Mike Olorunfemi heads cor- 
porate services as deputy manag- 
ing director, while Alhaji Sani 
Bello, who was formerly NNPC 
sector coordinator for refineries, 
will be chief of operations. 

The corporate division will 
take charge of the corporation's 
finances, administration, cor- 
porate and legal matters, while 
the operations division will take 
charge of technical operations 
which will include gas manufac- 
turing and the petrochemical and 
international trading activities of 
the corporation. The third div- 
ision, which will be headed by a 
coordinator, will oversee crude 
oil marketing and joint venture 
activities. 

Participation 

NNPC officials explain that 
private sector participation will 
be required in the 1 1 NNPC sub- 
sidiaries. Private sector par- 
ticipation is expected in phase 
two of the Eleme Petrochemicals 
Project which is going to be han- 
dled by the New Eleme Petro- 
chemcials Company Ltd. 

NNPC plans to be competitive 
in its operations and managing 
director Adams recently said 
that salaries in the corporation 
would be brought in fine with 
those obtained in other oil com- 
panies.

NEW YORK, April 15, 
(Reuter): International Business 
Machines Corp reported today 
its first-quarter profits rose 16 
per cent from a year earlier, to 
$913 million, the company’s 
third consecuiive quarterly earn- 
ings increase.

Overseas investors to be 
deprived of tax breaks 

SEOUL, South Korea, April 15, (AP): South Korea has decided 
to abolish tax exemption and reduction privileges for foreign- 
invested businesses effective from June 1, the Finance Ministry 
said yesterday. Fo reign-invested enterprises, exporting more 
than 50 per cent of tbeir production, are now entitled to five years, 
of corporate, income and other tax exemptions or reductions 
under present regulations, which have been in effect for many 
years to encourage foreign investment here. 

Ministry officials said, however, that restrictions will be eased 
to allow foreign investors to freely dispose of their capital goods 
anytime after five years of tbeir arrival here by just reporting sales 
to the government. They said that the changes are designed to 
create a fair and equal climate for both domestic and foreign 
businesses, as this country’s economy has become strong and its 
current accounts surplus is growing. Korea, helped by strong 
exports, posted a current accounts surplus of nearly $10 billion 
last year. 

The officials said similar tax breaks now given to technology 
imports will be abolished from June, except for high-tech indus- 
tries such as semiconductor and bio-engineering. The officials 
said the new step is to prevent the inflow of technology. 

Debt situation still critical, 
say developing countries 

WASHINGTON, April 15, (Renter): A group of key developing 
countries warned yesterday the debt situation was still critical and 
threatened social and political stability in the Third World. The 
Group of 24 nations, which includes some of larger Latin 
American debtors, said in a commtmiqoe after three days of 
discussions that a new approach to debt rescheduling with private 
banks was needed. 

The group met in association with a gathering of finance mini- 
sters and central banks under the auspices of the World Bank and 
International Monetary Fund. The communique said the "overall 
debt situation is still critical.” It said debt payments remain 
unsustainably high, and the money flow out from the developing 
world has become so painful that an increasing number of coun- 
tries have suspended interest payments. 

The communique, almost a laundry list of developing country 
complaints and demands, said a new approach to debt reschedul- 
ing with private banks was needed. Brazilian Finance Minister 
Mailson Da Nobrega, chairman of the Group of 24 conn fries, said 
banks have a responsibility in overcoming the crisis. "The time 
. has come for them to reduce their earnings.” he told a briefing for 
reporters. 

The communique called for a farther redaction in interest rates 
that banks charge countries for loans, adequate compensation for 
rfumgps in currency values and elimination of commissions and 
other fees associated with negotiating new money packages. 

The developing country economic leaders said belt-tightening 
efforts against a backdrop of inadequate new financing from 
overseas threatened the social fabric of the Third World. The 
communique said it "has entailed serious social, economic and 
political costs, jeopardising the future prospects for growth and 
development in these countries and threatening their social and 
political stability.*' 

Senate approves $1.1 trillion 
U S government spending p lan ^ ~ 

WASHINGTON, April IS, (AP* The Senate on Thursday 
approved a $1.1 (riffioa US government budget that calls for by 
passing last faffs deficit-reduction congressional pact with 
President Ronald Reagan to expand the war on drugs. The fiscal 
1989 spending blueprint, passed 69-26, also includes increases for 
education, the space programe and A1 D5 research while freezing 
or catting back on transportation, bousing and development 
funds. The House of Representatives approved a different version 
of the spending plan last month. The two chambers begin negotia- 
tions next week towards final budget resolution. The budget is a 
congressional resolution that does not require tike President's 
signature. It serves as a guideline for Congress as its produces its 
annual sp end in g bills. 

Conforming with last faffs deficit-reduction agreement with 
the President, the Senate plan earmarks $294 billion for military 
spending and 51 6J billion for international assistance. It includes 
no new taxes beyond the 514 billion enacted last December for 
fiscal 1 989, which begins on Oct. 1. 

The agreement also capped, spending by US government 
domestic agencies. The House plan, like Reagan's proposed bod- 
get, conformed with those limits. 

But the Senate voted 93-0 on Wednesday night to bypass the 
spending caps to allow expanding anti-drug programmes by $2.6 
billioii, 86 per cent over the current year's efforts. The money 
would go to treatment programmes, law enforcement and inter- 
diction of smuggled drugs. The amendment called for increasing 
government tax and debt collections to cover die $1.4 billion that 
would be spent by the end of fiscal J989. The Senate budget claims 
to reduce the deficit to $136 billion, as required by a budget- 
balancing law. Like the House, the Senate adopted the 
President's optimistic economic scenarios in order to show less 
deficit.

Oil prices 
mixed as 
markets

LONDON, April 15, (Reuter): 
Crude oil prices weakened sligh- 
tly in European trade today after 
firming late on Thursday on the 
international spot markets, 
traders said. 

Trading activity was thin as 
markets remained nervous 
ahead of two key meetings later 
this month of members of the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, oil traders 
said. 

Prices firmed last night after a 
sharp speculative rally on the 
leading US oil futures exchange, 
the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. However, weaker 
sentiment predominated in 
Europe today, encouraged by 
news that Opec had deferred by 
three days its planned meetings 
with non-Opec countries, origin- 
ally set for April 23, and the 
C special fuflrtiefeting of £11 1 30pec 
member countries set for two 
days later. 

Talks 

The talks with non-Opec oil 
producers are now scheduled to 
be held on April 26. 

Seven non-Opec producers 
were invited to the talks, alth- 
ough Colombia has said it will 
not attend the meeting. 

Six Opec ministers will attend 
the talks. Hie five members of the 
Opec price committee — Saudi 
Arabia, Nigeria, Algeria, Indon- 
esia, and Venezuela — are also 
part of a six-man commission 
empowered to negotiate with 
non-Opec states. 

Kuwait, the sixth member of 
the commission, will also be 
represented at the talks.

US bond prices tumble, dollar under pressure 


NEW YORK, April 15, 
l Reuter): Wall Street stock prices 
fell again today, extending yes- 
terday's stump, as the govern- 
ment reported a sharp rise in 
wholesale prices, adding infla- 
tion worries to concern over the 
stubbornly high trade deficit 

The Dow Jones industrial 
index slid below 2,000, falling as 
much as 29 points to 1,976 in 
mid-morning but later recover- 
ing some ground .through bar- 
gain-hunting. At noon the blue- 
chip average stood at 1, 995.69, 
down 9.95 points. 

On the New York Stock 
Exchange, stocks thaL lost value 
outnumbered advancing issues 
by a margin of 1 l-to-2. 

Prices 

Bond prices and the dollar also 
dropped sharply for a second day 
despite coordinated intervention 
by central banks. 

The US Commerce Depart- 
ment said today that wholesale 
prices rose 0.6 per cent in March 
after a 0.2 per cent decline in 
February. The rise was double 
what economists had forecast 
and served to fuel already 
pervasive inflation worries. 


“This is bearing out the exped- 
ition that we will see more price 


la lion that we will see more price 
increases this year because of the 
effects of the dollar," said Kath- 
ryn Kobe, an economist for a 
Washington forecasting firm. 

The markets were already reel- 
ing from a Commerce Depart- 
ment report yesterday that 
showed iheUS trade deficit jum-- 
ped to S 1 3.8 billion in Feb .nary, 
confounding experts who had 
predicted a decline from Jan- 


uary's S 1 14-billion shortfall. 

Yesterday, the Dow went 
down 101.64 points, its fifth-big- 
gest one-day decline. 

The White House called the 
slide an overreaction. “We think 
the market overreacted to a one- 
time (trade) report and we hope 
the market will stabilise.” White 
House spokesman Marlin Fhz- 
wa ter said. 

Share prices were lower 
around the globe today after yes- 
terday's plunge on Wall Street 
Tokyo, Hong Kong, Sydney, 
Wellington and other Asian 
markets ended .sharply down, 
but most were above their lows 
for the day. 

Asian stock markets tumbled 
today following yesterday’s 
share price plunge on Wall Street 
but by the close of trade, a mood 
of hesitant calm prevailed. 

Depressed 

Wall Street plummeted 101 
points overnight its fifth biggest 
single-day loss, after bemg 
spooked by news yesterday of an 
unexpectedly large US trade 
deficit in February, brokers said. 

Tokyo, Hong Kong, Sydney, 
Wellington and other regional 
stock markets ended sharply 
depressed, but most were above 
their lows for the day. Tokyo’s 
Nikkei index lost 217.78 points, 
or eight-tenths of one per cent to 
close at 26,893.57, over 100 
points up on its morning low. 

The US dollar climbed a little 
against major currencies, closing 
at 124.13 yen and 1.6655 West 
German marks in Tokyo against 
123.55 yen and 1.6620 marks in 
New York. The US currency was 


at 126.15 yen at the close of 
Tokyo trade yesterday. 

But Tokyo stockbrokers did 
not find the figuresas worrying 
as New York. Powerful ins- 
titutional investors went bar- 
gain-hunting in afternoon trade. 

Decline 

“Most domestic institutions 
see any decline as a buying 
opportunity,'' said Nick Akers 
of Goldman Sachs Securities in 
Tokyo. 

Sydney stock prices regained 
some ground in late trade, but 
were still well down on the day. 
The main All. Ordinaries index 
was down 30.7 points at 1,436.8, 
after the day's low of 1,423.5. 

“All eyes will be on New York 
to see how it reacts — it is going 
to be a nervous weekend," said 
one Sydney broker. 

Hong Kong's Hang Seng 
index lost about 93 points to 
2^591 according to preliminary 1 
figures. 

The US dollar was buoyed in 
Tokyo when the Bank of Japan 
stepped in to sell yen for dollars 
to stop the US currency from 
falling too fast, currency dealers 
said. 

The dollar was also supported 
by comments by Japanese Fin- 
ance Minister Kjichi Miyazawa, 
who said in Washington that 
Germany, the United States and 
Japan would step up their sup- 
port for the dollar if necessary. 

Miyazawa did not say at what 
levels such support would be 
provided. 

New Zealand's key Barclays 
share index eased 49.86 points to 
1,982.4 8 but bounced back from 


morning troughs in the after- 
noon. 

“The Australian share market 
showed signs of resilience and 
that was reflected in afternoon 
trading here,” said a Wellington 
broker. 

Taiwanese stock prices were 
cushioned by a last-minute surge 
of buying after a day of selling. 
Its index fell 87.7? points, or 2.3 
per cent, to close at 3.689. 17. 

Worst 

Hong Kong's market fared 
worst in Asia, dropping a total 
3.4 per cent. “The (Hong Kong) 
market is vulnerable to future 
developments on Wail Street,” a 
US brokerage trader said. 

Gold bullion prices were mos- 
tly stable in late afternoon Asian 
trade at S453.70 an ounce against 
453.75 at yesterday’s New York 
close. ' 

US bond prices tumbled yes- 
terday in response to the trade 
figures. The benchmark 30-year 
US Treasury bond opened today 
at 98-29/32, down from 100-2/32 
at yesterday's dose. The yield 
increased to 8.93 per cent from 
8.87 yesterday. 

Today the dollar opened lower 
in New York against the mark 
but was up slightly against the 
yen. 

The dollar remained lower 
despite intervention by some 
Group of Seven (G-7) central 
banks, dealers said. They said 
news of the larger- than -ex pected 
rise in wholesale prices raised the 
market’s inflation fears, placing 
added selling pressure on the 
dollar. 

“The psychology is very pes- 


simistic,” said private economist 
William Sullivan. 

The dollar opened at 1.6605 
marks, down from 1 .6620 at yes- 
terday’s dose. It opened at 
123.75 yen, compared to yester- 
day’s close of 1 23.55. 

Several dealers said they 
believed the Bank of Japan 
intervened to support the dollar 
today, while the Federal 
Reserve, the US central bank, 
may have bought dollars for yen 
at around 123.75. 

West Germany’s Bundesbank 
confirmed that it had intervened, 
though it would give no details. 
Frankfurt dealers said the Bun- 
desbank bought dollars for both 
marks and yen to stem the 
dollar’s decline. 

London dealers said the Bank 
of England may have joined the 
other central banks to support 
the dollar. 

Bonds 

“The market is scared about 
how the stock market and bonds 
will react to the (wholesale price) 
number,” said a corporate 
foreign exchange manager for a 
London bank located in New 
York. 

Higher inflation may lead to 
firmer interest rates, which 
would hurt corporate profits and 
depress bond prices, dealers said. 

Gold, the favoured investor 
haven whenever there is a whiff 
of inflation in the air, jumped 
shar ply, by some S13 in Europe, 
on the news of the US wholesale- 
price rise, London bullion* 
dealers said. It -was fixed in the 
afternoon in London at $456.30 
an ounce.

Verity opposes Soviet GATT membership 


TEHRAN, April 15, (Reuter): 
Iran is ready to impose tighter 
economic controls after the 
expected triumph of a radical 
Islamic faction in parliamentary 
elections. 

Ali Majedi. First Deputy Min- 
ister of Economy and Finance, 
said in an interview the measures 
would include tax increases, 
more controls on the private sec- 
tor.anda bigger government role 
in economy. 

The measures would be put 
inlo law after results of all 270 
seats of the Majlis (parliament) 
were declared, he added. 


MOSCOW, April 15, (AP): US 
Commerce Secretary C. W illiam 
Verity yesterday voiced opposi- 
tion to suggestions that the 
Soviet Union should be allowed 
to join an international trade 
organisation. 

But Verity said the US govern- 
ment's opposition to Soviet par- 
ticipation in the General 
Agr eeme nt on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) could change as the 
Soviet Union moves toward a 
market-oriented economy. Some 
US businessmen supported 
admitting the Soviets to the 
group. 

Verity spoke at a news con- 
ference after signing a protocol 
endorsing joint Soviei-American 
business ventures. 

In September 1986, the United. 


States led the opposition to a 
Soviet effort to joint GATT, a 
95-nation group that sets inter- 
national trading rules. 

Progress 

“It would be inappropriate, 
perhaps impossible, to make any 
progress if the Soviet Union was 
a member of GATT,” Verity 
said. But he added that “in time, 
as the Soviet Union moves 
toward a market economy, that 
would be different.” 

Verity said Soviet leader Mik- 
hail S. Gorbachev’s “peres- 
troika,” or restructuring 
programme, is designed “to 
move the Soviet economy 
toward a market economy, and 
that is important to the Soviet 
side and to all other nations of 
the world who would like to see 


movement in that direction.” 

Verity's trip to Moscow comes 
in advance of President Ronald 
Reagan's five-day visit to the 
Soviet capital scheduled to begin 
on May 29. Trade frequently 
comes up during summit talks 
with Gorbachev, who wants 
access to US technology and 
services to help improve his 
country's ailing economy. 

Talks 

Verity and Alexander I. 
Kachanov, Soviet first deputy 
minister of foreign economic 
relations, signed a protocol 
adding joint ventures to the types 
of cooperation encouraged by a 
- 1 974 trade agreement

Dominance 

Majedi said election results so 
far confirmed the dominance of 
the radicals in the next Majlis, 
assuring the passage of economic 
reform bills held up by the Guar- 
dian Council.

BRUSSELS, April 15, (Reuter): 
Belgium’s biggest company says 
it is resuming business as usual 
after dealing a major blow to 
Italian tycoon Carlo De Ben- 
edetti, whose hostilities bid for 
control paralysed the con- 
glomerate for more than three 
months. 

Societe Generate De Bel- 
gique's new team of directors met 
into the early hours today after 
an extraordinary shareholders 
meetingdenied De Benedetti and 
his two Belgian allies seats on the 
board. 

All 12 candidates put forward 
by Societe Generale's board — 
11 from the syndicate led by 
France’s Suez Financial Group 
and Belgian insurer Groupe AG 
— were elected to an expanded 
board of the conglomerate which 
controls over 1,300 firms world- 
wide. 


Activities 


“We resume our activities, pie 
situation is now clear,” Societe 
Generale director Etienne 
Davignon told journalists at the 
end of a chaotic shareholders* 
meeting that lasted more than 12 
hours. 

Last-minute talks between the 
mainly Franco- Belgian group of 
companies and the Olivetti-chief 
foundered on the Italian’s insis- 
tence that he be given the 
presidency of a newly created 
executive committee to chart 


company strategy. 

The public meeting marked a 
climax in the fight for the 166- 
year-old conglomerate. It had 
become Europe's biggest cross- 
border takeover battle and cost 
the main players billions of 
dollars. 

Action 

Speaking to journalists after 
the board vote, De Benedetti 
voiced reservations about its 
legal validity. He vowed to con- 
tinue court action seeking to 
reverse the issue of 12 million 
new shares by Societe Generale 
after he launched his bid in Jan- 
uary. 

“We are here to stay,” the 
ebullient Italian said. “My objec- 
tive remains to be chairman of 
the executive committee.” 

The Fran co- Belgian alliance 
led by French financial group 
Compagnie Finaneiere De Suez, 
used just two million of the new 
shares to win the board battle. 

It would have won even with- 
out using them as De Benedetti's 
camp fell short of the 48.9 per 
cent stake of the old capital he 
had claimed to control. 

Action 

Suez chairman Renaud De La 
Geniere told the meeting that he 
would welcome De Benedetti 
and his allies on the board, but 
only if he dropped his ‘hegemon- 
istic demands.' 

The other 10 million new 


shares held by themajority group 
are subject of a separate court 
action brought by De Benedetti 
ally and Gevaert chairman 
Andre Leysen. He insists that he 
retained an option on them gran- 
ted before he joined forces with 
the Ulaian midway through the 
battle. 

De Benedetti had envisaged 
his defeat at the meeting held in a 
giant tent But he insisted that in 
the long run he would still win 
control of Societe Generale. 

"No one can think that the 
board that will be elected will be 
representative and definitive," 
he said before the vote. 

“Sooner or later — in one 
week, or in a month, or in six 
months, or in a year, my 
associate and I will play the 
major role which we deserve.” 

The Societe Generale board 
now has 23 members. Apart from 
the 1 1 existing ones, nine of the 
newly elected candidates come 
from the French contingent in 
the majority group. Two others 
are Belgian.

entry was Philippe Bodson,

Bermudans, Swiss most 
prosperous people: study 


WASHINGTON, April 15, 
(AP): The 56.000 residents of 
Bermuda were the world’s most 
prosperous in 1986, with an 
average income of $20,420 a 
year, the World Bank reports. 

The Swiss ranked next highest 
with average incomes of $17,840 
and US citizens were third with 
$17,500, the report said. .

The figures do not reflect the 
drop the US dollar has taken 
against the Swiss franc and other 
currencies since 1986, the latest 
year for which the bank has com- 
parative figures. 

The annual report noted that 
the income figures do not neces- 
sarily correlate directly with liv- 
ing standards, because prices and 
styles of life differ from country 
to country. 

The report was issued to coin- 
cide with the semi-annual meet- 
ings of the World Bank and its 
sister organisation, the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, which 
end today.

Citizens of Brunei, whose 
average income surpassed those 
of the United States in 1985, 
dropped to $15,400 because of 
the dip in the price of ofl, the 
major export of the small sultan- 
ate on Borneo. 

The Bank omitted figures for 
many countries, including war- 
tom Afghanistan and Angola. 

Plagued 

The lowest figure listed was 
$120 a year per citizen in Eth- 
iopia, which has been plagued by 
drought and ravaged by armed 
revolts. 

The report said that in Burkina 
Faso, in Western Africa, the 
average annual income is S 1 50. 

No estimate was made for the 
Soviet Union, which does not 
belong to the Bank. The average 
for China was placed at $300, 
down from 320 in 1985 despite 
official Chinese claims of rapidly 
increasing prosperity. 

The report noted, that average 
incomes have been decreasing in 
many Third World countries.

THE cinema in India will soon 
be touchi ng new records oflon- 
il&vity and standing power A 
■year from now it will be nine 
.-decades since Indian short films 
were made and screened. And 
the present period of 1987-88 
marks the end of 75 years since 
Jhe first feature films with a 
dramatic narrative, were 
.produced. 

: The film industry is proudly 
calling it the Platinum Jubilee 
year and celebrations have 
beenpJanned, with Prime Mini- 
ster Rajiv Gandhi expected to 
grace the take-off function in 
May. Of course there are also 
rumblings that the present set 
of producers are opportunists, 
wbo want to use the historic 
occasion for their own glory 
■ and publicity. Producer G.P. 
Sippy, distributor Santosh 
-Singh Jain and others are lead- 
ing the celebrations under the 
.umbrella of the Film Federa- 
tion of India, which has a mem- 
-bcrship of ail the three sectors. 

U is said that these present 
leaders have no correct 
.-knowledge of film history, nor 
i any real concern for pioneers 
iand veterans, who laid the 
foundation of exhibiting and 
producing films in the last four 
:years of the 19th century and 
.-the first fifteen years of the 
present one. Today'sproducers 
hardly know the names or faces 
bf feature film pioneers like 
Toroey and Phalke. No trusts, 
-memorials or scholarships have 
Jjpen instituted in their names. 
Nobody has bothered to find 


out how the descendant* oi tiie 
pioneers live or if they need any 
help or work from the industry. 

Only an area at Dadar m 
Bombay, has been named 
Dadasaheb Phalke Road and 
postage stamps were issued at 
the time of his birth centenary. 
Thereafter Phalke has only 
been a photo on the wail. His 
children who acted in films 
have never been called to be 
honoured or aided by the 
industry. Some time it was 
reported in the Marathi papers 
that Phalke’s youngest son 
made his living by hawking 
sweets on the roads. The other 
veterans in other centres are 
simply forgotten. 

Alive 

History books have kept 
alive their glorious work and 
tradition. And it has been a 
fascinating story, of setting up a 
totally new kind of industry 
against all odds, without any 
government help and relying 
only on public support. Those 
adventurous men with their 
quaint machines instituted cin- 
ema in a country like India 
almost at the same time as the 
advanced Western countries.

By DR ALLAN BRUCKHE1M CONTRIBUTE TO SLEEP APNEA 


QUESTION: What is sleep apnea, what 
causes it, and how do you treat it? 
ANSWER: Sleep apnea, a condition that 
affects up to 4 per cent of the adult popuia- 
' tion, is a sleep disorder in which the sufferer 
'actually stops breathing for several seconds 
- during sleep, during which the heart slows 
down. This may be followed by a jerky body 
movement, respiration resumes and the 
heart speeds up considerably. 

Subjective symptoms not withstanding, 
these patients experience no difficulty sleep- 
ing through the night, though they usually 
complain of fatigue and headache upon 
awakening. Objectively, tbdr sleep partners 
testily that the symptoms of these disorders 
are made life-threatening than the patient 
suspects. .... «■ 

For instance, while sleeping, apnea sur- 
ferers often stop breathing for as long as J 0 
seconds, and these episodes may rept^t as 
frequently as four to 30 times an hour. They 
: may seem to fight to regain their breath and 
then continue with a more quiet sleep. And 
while personal problems such as divorce are 
sometimes credited for the onset, it may be 
the result of the noisy, on-and-off pattern or 
loud snoring that is so frequently associated 
with this condition. 


Snoring, a sign of temporary and incom- 
plete obstruction of the upper airway, is very 
common in patients with sleep apnea syn- 
dromes. Obesity, tonsillitis and pulmonary 
problems are only a few of the contributory 
factors a physician will be on the alert for. 

An accurate diagnosis, however, can best 
be obtained by requesting that the patient 
spend a night or two in a sleep laboratory, 
where his or her sleep cycle can be electron- 
ically monitored through polysomooogra- 
phy. 

Onoe a clear picture has been established, 
a conservative course of treatment can 
begin. In obese subjects, unless life- 
threatening abnormal heart rhythms are 
present, weight loss is a good first step. 
Studies have shown that even small reduc- 
tions m weight in grossly obese patients 
greatly improve sleep disorder symptoms. 
Eliminating depress n is such as_ alcohol, 
hypnotic drugs and sedatives also improves 
control. 

If these initial efiorts prove unsatisfac- 
tory, the use of respiratory stimulants (such 
as medroxyprogesterone jof surgery may be 
necessary. Such successful surgical 
procedures range from removal of obstruc- 


tive tissue to tracheotomy. However, recent 
advances in sleep apnea management (nasal 
CPAP or continuous positive airway pres- 
sure) are yielding some dramatic results. 

Nasal CPAP involves the use of a tight- 
futing nasal mask and small compressor 
which generates enough constant air pres- 
sure to split open the air passages and 
prevent obstruction. Admittedly, this “deep 
.sea" equipment is not the most alluring 
night wear, but for many patients it's a most 
acceptable alternative to surgery. 

Across my desk: If your children persist in 
being the champs at the latest video game, 
they" may fall prey to the latest medical 
syndrome, “joystick digit."

celebrated in May 1987. 

The position of Pundalik 
cannot be disputed. It ran for 
two weeks, which was rare for 
those times. The announ- 
cements described it as “a fas- 
cinating religious subject .... 
almost half the Bombay 
population has seen it last week 
and we want the other half to do 
so now." The film was reviewed 
by the Times of India which 
said: “Pundalik has the power 
to arrest attention .... as a 
religious drama it has few 
equals." Unfortunately Tomey 
could not keep up his film 


activities, whereas Phalke faced 
all sort of problems to lay the 
foundation of commercially 
acceptable film production. 

His efforts continued for 
four years when he made suc- 
cessful films on Lord Krishna 
with hisdaughter Mandakini in 
the role. Then came J.F. 
Madan 's Satyawadi Raja Hari- 
shebandra, Bengal’s first 
feature in 1917. And after that, 
the first feature Keechaka V ad- 
ham was made in Madras by 
Nataraj Mudaliar in 1919. 
From then onwards the Indian 
cinema started on its long jour- 


ney and the talkie film arrived 
with Alam Ara on 14 March, 
1931. 

We cannot say whether 
today's producers deserve to 
celebrate the jubilee, as they 
have not done anything for the 
veterans, except reap the fruits 
of their labour. They have also 
turned from good sensible films 
of the past to violent, sexy, sen- 
seless films, relying on a bunch 
of stars and composers. The 
least (hut the industry could 
have done was to make a faith- 
ful documentary on all the 
great films of 75 years.

Liverpool on verge of 17th League crown 


LONDON, April 15, (Reuter): 
England winger John Barnes 
spearheaded a breathtaking 
Liverpool performance which 
demolished No ttingham Forest 
5-Oin their English First Division 
clash on Wednesday. 

The result left Liveroool just 
two points short of their 17lh 
League title with six games to 
play. 

Those points may come at 
Norwich on Wednesday, but the 
Anfield fans were in no mood to 
delay the celebrations of the 
inevitable, after Liverpool romp- 
ped to their biggest win of the 
season, against their most 
serious rivals, in a magical 90 
minutes.

UNITED NATIONS, April 15, 
(Reuter): Jimmy Connors and 
Chris Evert were among 2,500 
athletes listed by the United 
Nations yesterday as having 
competed in South Africa con- 
trary to an international conven- 
tion against apartheid in sports. 

The convention, adopted by 
the UN General Assembly on 
December 10, 1985, went into 
effect this month. 

A summary of the 92-page 
updated list issued by the UN 
Centre against Apartheid said 
among the best-known names on 
the register were Connors, Evert, 
Vitas Geruiaitis, Brad Gilbert 
and Billy Jean King, all US tennis 
players. 

Various 

Also, listed were tennis players 
Pat Cash of Australia and Henri 
Leconte of France, and golfers 
Ian Woosman of Britain and 
Severiano Ballesteros of Spain. 

Listing athletes under their 
‘ various sports m alphabetical 
order, the register mentioned 
Olympic runner Zola Budd as 
having used “British passport of 
convenience,” as she continued 
to train in her native South 
Africa. 

“In June, Budd even had the 
audacity to run a couple of laps 
just prior to the commencement 
of a cross-country league meet- 


ing at Brakpan, South Africa.” 
the UN report stated. 

According to the document. 
South Africa spent about 100 
million dollars a year to promote 
international sports exchanges 
and subsidise sports bodies that 
endorse government policies. 

But, except for some top gol- 
fers and tennis players and a few 
others,- the calibre of those com- 
peting in the country had been 
mediocre, the United Nations 
said in an introduction to the 
register. 

“Nevertheless," it said, 
“South Africa " managed to 
attract a fair number of rather 
second-rate sportsmen and 
women." 

National Panasonic helped 
bring in an Australian “ rebel 
cricket team,” and the first 
National Bank of South Africa 
funded the tour of South Africa 
‘rebel’ rugby team and after- 
wards pledged milli ons for a soc- 
cer stadium, according to the 
report. 

It also cited several examples 
of national and individual action 
in support of the convention, 
including what it termed the 
uncompromising position of the 
sports authorities of Bermuda 
and Sweden. 

Pakistani cricketer Imran 
Khan was quoted as having tur- 


ned down “quitea lot of money," 
in refusing to play in South 
Africa. 

Former English international 
soccer player Stanley Matthews 
was tanned by Bermuda from 
participating in a competition 
there, which was then moved to 
Hong Kong, where he was again 
banned, the report said. 

Spain, it said, directed its ten- 
nis players to withdraw from 
matches in South Africa, and 
New Zealander Susan Devoy, a 
world squash champion, refused 
an appearance fee of $10,000 to 
take part in the South African 
Open. 

“Professional boxing auth- 
orities have begun strengthening 
their action against South 
Africa,” the report said.

Malik and Yousuf rescue Pakistan 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, 
April 1 5, (Reuter): Salim Malik 
and Salim Y ousuf rescued Pakis- 
tan with a 71-run unbroken 
eighth wicket stand after they 
had stumbled to 68 for seven in 
their first innings in the second 
Test against West Indies today. 

By lunch on the second day, 
the touring learn had recovered 
to 139 for seven in reply to West 
Indies’ 174. 

Pakistan, resuming at 55 for 
five, lost Ejaz Ahmed and skip- 
per Imran Khan in the opening 
25 minutes — both caught at 
short leg by Gus Logie. 

Trying 

Ejaz departed for three in the 
second over of the day when, 
trying to fend off a Winston Ben- 
jamin bouncer, he lobbed the ball 
high over the head of Logie who 
ran back almost 10 yards to take 
a superb catch. 

Six runs later Malcolm Mar- 
shall. having unnerved Imran 
with two vicious bouncers, dug 
another delivery in short and the 
batsman could only fend the bail 
off to Logie who held a simple 
catch. 


Malik, batting confidently, 
and the dangerous Yousuf, who 
survived a difficult chance to 
wicketkeeper Jeff Dujon off 
Marshall when he had made 
three, then set about redressing 
the balance in the remaining 95 
minutes of the session. 

When Marshall and Benjamin 
were rested after an hour the 
West Indian attack looked much 
less threatening. 

By lunch Malik had reached 46 
with six fours and Yousuf 29. 

Yesterday the West Indies 
collapsed from 80 for two wick- 
ets to 174 all out. This collapse 
was brought about by Imran 
Khan, 4-38, and Abdul Qadir, 4- 
83. 

Imran took his tally of Test 
wickets to 326 ad vanring past the 
325 of England's Bob Willis. 

The Pakistanis' derision to pul 
West Indies into bat may have 
been basal on recent tradition. 
The last Test captain who 
decided to bat after winning the • 
toss at Queen's Park Oval was 
Mushtaq in 1977. 

The wicket was decidedly 
grassy and caused the West 
Indian batsmen plenty of 


problems in the morning session. 

Having lost both openers with 
only 25 on the board, the West 
Indies had reached relative safety 
by lunch at 75-2. 

But Richie Richardson, hav- 
ing played so well before the 
interval, tried to hook Wasim 
Akram in the first over after the 
resumption and top-edged to 
mid-wicket. 

Abdul Qadir, having been hit 
for two boundaries by Viv 
Richards, then struck twice in 
four balls. He had Gus Logie 
caught at slip and Carl Hooper 
behind off a quicker ball. 

Richards, wearing one of his 
old Somerset shirts with the 
county crest on it, announced his 
return to the side with some 
majestic strokes, hitting eight 
fours in his 49 off only 48 balls. 

The West Indies skipper never 
looked in the slightest difficulty 
until he advanced down the 
wicket to Qadir, failed to get the 
pitch of the ball, and edged to 
Javed Miandad at slip. 

Richards' partnership with 
Jeff Dujon put on a valuable 58 
for the sixth wicket and raised 
hopes of a recovery.

KUALA LUMPUR, April 15,

“Although we won tonight we 
still have to meet Malaysia on 
Monday. 

“We have to win this last 
match. If we lose it is not worth 
going to Doha.” 

Sheikh Fahd, who is also head 
of the delegation said he was very 
happy his team had shown a very 
good game bearing in mind that 
it was playing on a very wet 
ground and under bad referee- 
ing. 

“1 never seen such a referee 
before... he just could not control 
toe players who could have been 
injured in this match,” he added. 

On Kuwait's chances against
